SEC. 101. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.

Funds are hereby authorized to be appropriated for fiscal year
1993 for the conduct of the intelligence and intelligence-related ac-
tivities of the following elements of the United States Government:

(1) The Central Intelligence Agency. :

(4) The National Security Agency.

SEC, 102. CLASSIFIED SCHEDULE OF AUTHORIZATIONS.
_ (a) SPECIFICATIONS OF AMOUNTS AND PERSONNEL CEILINGS.—
The amounts authorized to be appropriated under section 101, and
the authorized personnel ceilings as of September 30, 1993, for the
conduct of the intelligence and intelligence-related activities of the
elements listed in such section, are those specified in the classified
. Schedule of Authorizations prepared by the committee of conference
- to accompany the conference report on the bill HR. 5095 of the One
Hundred Second Congress.
(b) AvaiLasiLitry OF CLASSIFIED SCHEDULE OF AUTHORIZA-
TIONS.—The Schedule of Authorizations shall be made available to
the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate and House of Repre-
sentatives and to the President. The President shall provide for suit-
- able distribution of the Schedule, or of appropriate portions of the
Schedule, within the executive branch.
SEC. 103. PERSONNEL CEILING ADJUSTMENTS.

(a) AutHORITY FOR ADJUSTMENTS.—The Director of Central In-
telligence may authorize employment of civilian personnel in excess
- of the numbers authorized for fiscal year 1993 under section 102 of
this Act when the Director determines that such action is necessary
to the performance of important intelligence functions, except that
such number may not, for any element of the Intelligence Communi-
ty, exceed two’ percent of the number of civilian personnel author-
ized under such section for such element.

(b) Norice 1o INTELLIGENCE CoMMITTEES.—The Director of Cen-
tral Intelligence shall promptly notify the Permanent Select Com-
mittee on Intelligence of the House of Representatives and the Select
Committee on Intelligence of the Senate whenever the Director exer-
cises the authority granted by this section. ‘

SEC. 104, COMMUNITY MANAGEMENT STAFF.

(a) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is authorized
to be appropriated for the Community Management Staff of the Di-
rector of Central Intelligence for fiscal year 1993 the sum of
$86,900,000.

(b) AurHORIZED PERSONNEL LEVELS.—The Community Manage-
ment Staff of the Director of Central Intelligence is authorized 161
full-time personnel as of September 30, 1993. Such personnel may be
permanent employees of the Community Management Staff or per-
sonnel detailed from other elements of the United States Govern-
ment.

(c) REIMBURSEMENT.—During fiscal year 1993, any officer or
employee ‘oif the United States or a member of the Armed Forces who
is detailed to the Community Management Staff from another ele-
ment of the United States Government shall be detailed on a reim-
bursable basis, except that any such officer, employee, or member
may be detailed on a nonreimbursable basis for a period of less than
one year for the performance of temporary functions as required by
the Director of Central Intelligence.
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(d) CoMMuNITY MANAGEMENT STAFF ADMINISTERED IN SAME
MANNER As CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENcY.—During fiscal year
1998, activities and personnel of the Community Management Staff
shall be subject to the provisions of the National Security Act of
1947 (50 U.S.C. 401 et seq.) and the Central Intelligence Agency Act
of 1949 (50 U.S.C. 403a et seq.) in the same manner as activities and
personnel of the Central Intelligence Agency.

TITLE II—CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE
AGENCY RETIREMENT AND DISABILITY
SYSTEM

SEC. 201. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.

There is authorized to be appropriated for the Central Intelli-
gence Agency Retirement and Disability Fund for fiscal year 1993
the sum of $168,900,000.

TITLE III—GENERAL PROVISIONS

SEC. 301. INCREASE IN EMPLOYEE COMPENSATION AND BENEFITS AU-
THORIZED BY LAW.

Appropriations authorized by this Act for salary, pay, retire-
ment, and other benefits for Federal employees may be increased by
such additional or supplemental amounts as may be necessary for
increases in such compensation or benefits authorized by law.

SEC. 302. RESTRICTION ON CONDUCT OF INTELLIGENCE ACTIVITIES.

_The authorization of appropriations by this Act shall not be
deemed to constitute authority for the conduct of any intelligence
activity which is not otherwise authorized by the Constitution or
laws of the United States.

SEC. 303. SENSE OF CONGRESS REGARDING DISCLOSURE OF ANNUAL INTEL-
LIGENCE BUDGET.

It is the sense of Congress that, beginning in 1993, and in each
year thereafter, the aggregate amount requested and authorized for,
and spent on, intelligence and intelligence-related activities should
be disclosed to the public in an appropriate manner.

‘(i) in receiving treatment of medical or psychological dis-
abilities; and

“(ii1) in providing necess:ry financial support during peri-
ods of unemployment.

“(B) Assistance may be provided under subparagraph (A) only if
the Secretary determines that such assistance is essential to main-
tain the judgment and emotional stability of such employee and
avoid circumstances that might lead to the unlawful disclosure of
classified information to which such employee had access. Assist-
ance provided under this paragraph for an employee shall not be
provided any longer than five years after the termination of the em-
ployment of the employee.

“0C) The Secretary shall report annually to the Committees on
Appropriations of the Senate and House of Representatives, the
Select Committee on Intelligence of the Senate, and the Permanent
Select Committee on Intelligence of the House of Representatives
with respect to any expenditure made pursuant to this paragraph.’.

(b) First ANNUAL REPORT.—The first report under paragraph
(4) of section 1604(e) of title 10, United States Code, shall be submit-
f:d not later than 12 months after the date of the enactment of this

SEC. 402. INCLUSION OF SENIOR EXECUTIVE SERVICE POSITIONS IN CIVIL-
IAN INTELLIGENCE PERSONNEL SYSTEM.
(@) INcLUSION oF SENIOR ExEcuTIVE SERVICE POSITIONS.—Sec-
tion 1590 of title 10, United States Code, is amended—
(1) in subsection (a)X1)}—
(A) by inserting “, including positions in the Senior Ex-
ecutive Service,” after “positions”; and
(B) by inserting after ‘“such departments” the follow-
ing: “ except that the total number of positions in the
Senior Executive Service established pursuant to this sec-

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() AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is authorized to
be appropriated for fiscal year 1993 to the National Security Educa-
tion Trust Fund established by section 804 of the David L. Boren
National Security Education Act of 1991 (50 U.S.C. 1904) the sum of
$30,000,000.

SEC. 405. PAY AND ALLOWANCES FOR EMPLOYEES OF THE NATIONAL SE-
CURITY AGENCY. .

Section 2 of the National Security Agency Act of 1959 (Public
Law 86-36; 50 U.S.C. 402 note) is amended to read as follows:

“Sec. 2. (a) The Secretary of Defense (or his designee) is author-
ized to establish such positions, and to appoint thereto, without
regard to the civil service laws, such officers and employees, in the
National Security Agency, as may be necessary to carry out the func-
tions of such agency. The rates of basic pay for such positions shall
be fixed by the Secretary of Defense (or his designee for this purpose)
in relation to the rates of basic pay provided for in subpart D of
part III of title 5, United States Code, for positions subject to such
title which have corresponding levels of duties and responsibilities.
Except as otherwise provided by law, no officer or employee of the
National Security Agency shall be paid basic pay at a rate in excess
of the maximum rate payable under section 5376 of such title and
not more than 70 such officers and employees shall be paid within
the range of rates authorized in section 5376 of such title.

“(b) The Secretary of Defense (or his designee) may provide offi-
cers and employees of the National Security Agency other compensa-
tion, benefits, incentives, and allowances which are consistent with,
and do not exceed the levels authorized for, such compensation, ben- -
efits, incentives, or allowances by title 5, United States Code.”.

SEC. 406. EXEMPTION FOR NATIONAL RECONNAISSANCE OFFICE FROM ANY

%EO%IIREMENT FOR DISCLOSURE OF PERSONNEL INFORMA-

(@) ExemMPTION FrROM DiIScLOSURE.—Except as required by the
President or as provided in subsection (b), nothing in this Act or any
other provision of law shall be construed to require the disclosure of
the name, title, or salary of any person employed by, or assigned or
detailed to, the National Reconnaissance Office or the disclosure of
the number of such persons.

(b) ProvisioN oF INFORMATION TO CONGRESS.—Subsection (a)
does not apply with respect to the provision of information to Con-
gress.

TITLE V—FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTI-
GATION ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS

SEC. 501. TEMPORARY FBI AUTHORITY TO ACCEPT BEQUESTS OR DEVISES.
(a) ACCEPTANCE OF BEQUESTS.—During fiscal year 1993, the Di-
rector of the Federal Bureau of Investigation may accept, on behalf
of the Bureau, any bequest or devise made by a citizen of the United
States, if such bequest or devise is used only—
(1) to fund and administer, in accordance with regulations
prescribed by the Director, a scholarship program for the benefit
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. of the immediate families of Federal law enforcement officers
slain or permanently disabled in the line of duty; and
(2) to pay all.necessary expenses in connection with the ac-
ceptance of such bequest or deuise.

(b) Auvrnoriry To Use Funps.—(1) Notwithstanding any other
provision of law, proceeds from the sale of property accepted as a
bequest or devise by the Director pursuant to subsection (a) shall be
maintained in an interest bearing account and shall remain avail-
able for disbursement for purposes of this section until such funds
are expended.

(2) The authority of paragraph (1) may be exercised only to such
extent and in such amounts as are provided in advance in appro-
Dpriation Acts.

(c) REGULATIONS REQUIRED.—Not later than 90 days after ac-
cepting any bequest or devise pursuant to this section, the Director
shall prescribe-regulations to implement the provisions-of this sec-
tion in a fair, equitable manner, and shall make copies of such reg-
.ulations available to all Federal law enforcement agencies. Copies of
such regulations shall also be provided the Judiciary Committees of
the Senate and the House of Representatives.

This title may be cited as the “Intelligence Organization Act of
1992”,

SEC. 702. DEFINITIONS.
The National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 401 et seq.) is
amended by inserting after section 2 the following new section:

“DEFINITIONS

“SEc. 3. As used in this Act:

“(1) The term ‘intelligence’ includes foreign intelligence and
counterintelligence.

“C9) The-term ‘foreign intelligence’ means information re-
lating to the capabilities, intentions, or activities of foreign gov-
ernments or elements thereof, foreign organizations, or foreign
persons. .

“(3) The term ‘counterintelligence’ means information gath-
ered and activities conducted to protect against espionage, other
intelligence activities, sabotage, or assassinations conducted by
or on behalf of foreign governments or elements thereof, foreign
organizations, or foreign persons, or international terrorist ac-
tivities.

“(4) The term ‘intelligence community’ includes—

“CtA) the Office of the Director of Central Intelligence,
which shall include the Office of the Deputy Director of
Central Intelligence, the National Intelligence Council (as
provided for in section 105(b)3)), and such other offices as
the Director may designate;

“(B) the Central Intelligence Agency;

“lC) the National Security Agency;

“(D) the Defense Intelligence Agency; :

“(E) the central imagery authority within the Depart-
ment of Defense;

“(F) the National Reconnaissance Office;

“@G) other offices within the Department of Defense for
the collection of specialized national intelligence through
reconnaissance programs;

“tH) the intelligence elements of the Army, the Navy,
the Air Force, the Marine Corps, the Federal Bureau of In-
vestigation, the Department of the Treasury, and the De-
partment of Energy;

“) the Bureau of Intelligence and Research of the De-
partment of State; and

“e)) such other elements of any other department or
agency as may be designated by the President, or designated
Jointly by the Director of Central Intelligence and the head
of the department or agency concerned, as an element of the
intelligence community. ‘

“(6) The terms ‘national intelligence’ and ‘intelligence re-
lated to the national security’— ‘

“(A) each refer to intelligence which pertains to the in-
terests of more than one department or agency of the Gov-
ernment; and

“UB) do not refer to counterintelligence or law enforce-
ment activities conducted by the Federal Bureau of Investi-
gation except to the extent provided for in procedures
agreed to by the Director of Central Intelligence and the At-
torney General, or otherwise as expressly provided for in
this title.

“6) The term ‘National Foreign Intelligence Program’
refers to all programs, projects, and activities of the intelligence
community, as well as any other programs of the intelligence
community designated jointly by the Director of Central Intelli-
gence and the head of a United States department or agency or -
by the President. Such term does not include programs, projects,
or activities of the military departments to acquire intelligence
solely for the planning and conduct of tactical military oper-
ations by United States Armed Forces.”.
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SEC. 703. PARTICIPATION OF THE DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE
IN THE NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL.

_ Section 101 of the National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 402)

is amended by adding at the end thereof the following new subsec-

tion:

“Ch) The Director of Central Intelligence (or, in the Director’s
absence, the Deputy Director of Central Intelligence) may, in the per-
formance of the Director’s.duties under this Act and subject to the
direction of the President, attend and participate in meetings of the
National Security Council.”.

by both such participant and former wife or husband
during the participant’s service as an employee of the
Agency. ‘

“B) DIVORCES AFTER DECEMBER 1, 1991.—In the case of
a divorce that becomes final after December 4, 1991, such
term means a former wife or husband of a participant,
former participant, or retired participant who was married
to such participant for not less than 10 years during peri-
ods of the participant’s creditable service, at least 5 years of
which were spent by the participant during the partici-
pant’s service as an employee of the Agency (i) outside the
United States, or (ii) otherwise in a position the duties of
which qualified the participant for designation by the Di-
rector as a participant under section 203.

“C) CREDITABLE SERVICE.—For purposes of subpara-
graphs (A) and (B), the term ‘creditable service’ means all
periods of a participant’s service that are creditable under
sections 251, 252, and 253.

“(5) Previous SPOUSE.—The term ‘previous spouse’ means
an individual who was married for at least 9 months to a par-
ticipant, former participant, or retired participant who had at
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least 18 months of service which are creditable under sections
251, 252, and 253.

“t6) SpousaL AGREEMENT.—The term ‘spousal agreement’
means an agreement between a participant, former participant,
or retired participant and the participant, former participant,
or retired participant’s spouse or former spouse that—

_ d“(A) is tn writing, is signed by the parties, and is nota-
rized;

“(B) has not been modified by court order; and

“(C) has been authenticated by the Director.

“47) Court orRDER.—The term ‘court order’ means—

“lA) a court decree of divorce, annulment, or legal sepa-
ration; or

“(B) a court order or court-approved property settlement
agreement incident to such court decree of divorce, annul-
ment, or legal separation. v
“(8) Court.—The term ‘court’ means a court of a State, the

District of Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, Guam,
the Northern Mariana Islands, or the Virgin Islands, and any
Indian court.

932 “(b) DeFIinNiTION OF CHILD.—For purposes of sections 221 and

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘child’ means any of the fol-
lowing:

““A) MINOR CHILDREN.—An unmarried dependent
child under 18 years of age, including— .

“6) an adopted child;

“Gi) a stepchild, but only if the stepchild lived
with the participant or retired participant in a regular
parent-child relationship;

“iti) a recognized natural child; and

“liv) a child who lived with the participant, for
whom a petition of adoption was filed by the partici-
pant or retired participant, and who is adopted by the
surviving spouse after the death of the participant or
retired participant.

‘B) DISABLED ADULT CHILDREN.—An unmarried de-
pendent child, regardless of age, who is incapable of self-
support because of a physical or mental disability incurred
before age 18.

“C) STUuDENTS.—An unmarried dependent child be-
tween 18 and 22 years of age who is a student regularly
pursuing a full-time course of study or training in residence
in a high school, trade school, technical or vocational insti-
tute, junior college, college, university, or comparable recog-
nized educational institution.

“(2) SPECIAL RULES FOR STUDENTS.—

‘“CfA) EXTENSION OF AGE TERMINATION OF STATUS AS
‘cHILD’.—For purposes of this subsection, a child whose

- 22nd birthday occurs before July 1 or after August 31 of a
calendar year, and while regularly pursuing such a course
of study or training, shall be treated as having attained the
age of 22 on the first day of July following that birthday.

“(4) EXCLUSION OF STEPCHILDREN FROM LUMP-SUM PAY-

an adopted child and a natural child, but does not include a
stepchild.

“TITLE II—THE CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE
g }q,SE'IZ}IZgA}’ RETIREMENT AND DISABILITY

“Part A—Establishment of System

“SEC. 201. THE CIARDS SYSTEM.

“la) IN GENERAL.—

“(1) ESTABLISHMENT OF SYSTEM.—There is a retirement and
disability system for certain employees of the Central Intelli-
gence Agency known as the Central Intelligence Agency Retire-
ment and Disability System (hereinafter in this Act referred to
as the ‘system’), originally established pursuant to title II of the
Central Intelligence Agency Retirement Act of 1964 for Certain
Employees.

“(2) DCI REGULATIONS.—The Director shall prescribe regu-
lations for the system. The Director shall submit any proposed
regulations for the system to the congressional intelligence com-
mittees not less than 14 days before they take effect.

“(b) ADMINISTRATION OF SYsTEM.—The Director shall adminis-
ter the system in accordance with regulations prescribed under this
title and with the principles established by this title.

“lc) FINALITY OF DEcIsioNs oF DCL.—In the interests of the se-
curity of the foreign intelligence activities of the United States and
in order further to implement the proviso of section 102(d)X3) of the
National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 403(d)(3) that the Director
of Central Intelligence shall be responsible for protecting intelli-
gence sources and methods from unauthorized disclosure, and not-
withstanding the provisions of chapter 7 of title 5, United States
Code, or any other provision of law (except section 305(b) of this
Act), any determination by the Director authorized by this Act shall
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be final and conclusive and shall not be subject to review by any

court.

“SEC. 202. CENgRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY RETIREMENT AND DISABILITY
'ND.

“The Director shall maintain the fund in the Treasury known
as the ‘Central Intelligence Agency Retirement and Disability Fund’
(hereinafter in this Act referred to as the ‘fund’), originally created
pursuant to title II of the Central Intelligence Agency Retirement
Act of 1964 for Certain Employees.

“SEC. 203. PARTICIPANTS IN THE CIARDS SYSTEM.

“la) DESIGNATION OF PARTICIPANTS.—The Director may from
time to time designate employees of the Agency who shall be entitled
to participate in the system. Employees so designated who elect to
participate in the system are referred to in this Act as ‘participants’.

“(b) QuALIFYING SERVICE.—Designation of employees under this
section may be made only from among employees of the Agency who
have completed at least 5 years of qualifying service. For purposes of
this Act, qualifying service is service in the Agency prformed in car-
rying out duties that are determined by the Director—

“(1) to be in support of Agency activities abroad hazardous
to life or health; or

“(2) to be so specialized because of security requirements as
to be clearly distinguishable from normal government employ-
ment.

“Uc) ELECTION OF EMPLOYEE TO BE A PARTICIPANT.—

‘(1) PERMANENCE OF ELECTION.—An.employee of the Agency
who elects to accept designation as a participant in the system
shall remain a participant of the system for the duration of
that individual’s employment with the Agency.

“(2) IRREVOCABILITY OF ELECTION.—Such an election shall
be irrevocable except as and to the extent provided in section
301(d).

“(3) ELECTION NOT SUBJECT TO APPROVAL.—An election
under this section is not subject to review or approval by the Di-
rector.

“SEC. 204. ANNUITANTS.

“Persons who are annuitants under the system are—

“(1) those persons who, on the basis of their service in the
Agency, have met all requirements for an annuity under this
title or any other Act and are receiving an annuity from the
fund; and

“(2) those persons who, on the basis of someone else’s serv-
ice, meet all the requirements under this title or any other Act
for an annuity payable from the fund.

“Part B—~Contributions

“SEC. 211. CONTRIBUTIONS TO FUND.
“la) IN GENERAL.—
“(1) PARTICIPANT’S CONTRIBUTIONS.—Except as provided in
subsection (d), 7 percent of the basic pay received by a partici-
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pant for any pay period shall be-deducted and withheld from

the pay of that participant and contributed to the fund.

“(9) AGENCY CONTRIBUTIONS.—An equal amount shall be
contributed to the fund for that pay period from the appropria-
tion or fund which is used for payment of the participant’s
basic pay.

“9) Deposits To THE FUND.—The amounts deducted and
withheld from basic pay, together with the amounts so contrib-
uted from the appropriation or fund, shall be deposited by the
Director to the credit of the fund. )

“b) ConNseNT OF ParticiPANT To DEDUCTIONS FrOM PAYy.—
Each participant shall be deemed to consent and agree to such de-
ductions from basic pay, and payment less such deductions shall be
a full and complete discharge and acquittance of all claims and de-
mands whatsoever for all regular services during the period covered
by such payment, except the right to the benefits to which the par-
ticipant is entitled under this title, notwithstanding any law, rule,
or regulation affecting the individual’s pay.

“c) TREATMENT OF CONTRIBUTIONS AFTER 35 YEARS OF SERV-
ICE.—

“(1) ACCRUAL OF INTEREST.—Amounts deducted and.with-
held from the basic pay of a participant under this section for
pay periods after the first day of the first pay period beginning
after the day on which the participant completes 35 years of
creditable service computed under sections 251 and 252 (exclud-
ing service credit for unused sick leave under section 221(a)(2))
shall accrue interest. Such interest shall accrue at the rate of 3
percent a year through December 31, 1984, and thereafter at the
rate computed under section 8334(e) of title 5, United States
Code, and shall be compounded annually from the date on
which the amount is so deducted and withheld until the date
of the participant’s retirement or death.

“(2) USE OF AMOUNTS WITHHELD AFTER 35 YEARS OF SERV-
ICE.—

“(A) USE FOR DEPOSITS DUE UNDER SECTION 252(b).—
Amounts described in paragraph (1), including interest ac-
crued on such amounts, shall be applied upon the partici-
pant’s retirement or death toward any deposit due under
section 252(b).

“B) Lump-suM PAYMENT.—Any balance of such
amounts not so required for such a deposit shall be refund-
ed to the participant in a lump sum after the participant’s
separation (or, in the event of a death in service, to a bene-
ficiary in order of precedence specified in subsection 241(c),
subject to the requirement under section 241(b)4).

“C) PURCHASES OF ADDITIONAL ELECTIVE BENEFITS.—
In lieu of such a lump-sum payment, the participant may
use such amounts—

_“4) to purchase an additional annuity in accord-
ance with section 281; or
“(ii) provide any additional survivor benefit for a
current or former spouse or spouses.
“(d) OFFSET FOR SOCIAL SECURITY TAXES.—
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“(1) PersoNs cOVERED.—In the case of a participant who
was a participant subject to this title before January 1, 1984,
and whose service—

“(A) is employment for the purposes of title II of the

Social Security Act and chapter 21 of the Internal Revenue

Code of 1954, and

“(B) is not creditable service for any purpose under title

IIT of this Act or chapter 84 of title 5, United States Code,

there shall be deducted and withheld from the basic pay of the
participant under this section during any pay period only the
amount computed under paragraph (2).

“(2) REpUCTION IN CONTRIBUTION.—The amount deducted
and withheld from the basic pay of a participant during any
pay period pursuant to paragraph (1) shall be the excess of—

“(A) the amount determined by multiplying the percent
applicable to the participant under subsection (a) by the
basic pay payable to the participant for that pay period,
over

“B) the amount of the taxes deducted and withheld
from such basic pay under section 3101(a) of the Internal

Revenue Code of 195} (relating to old-age, survivors, and

disability insurance) for that pay period.

“Part C—Computation of Annuities

“SEC. 221. COMPUTATION OF ANNUITIES.
“la) ANNUITY OF PARTICIPANT.—
“(1) CompuraTION OF ANNUITY.—The annuity of a partici-
- pant is the product of—

“(A) the participant’s high-3 average pay (as defined in *
paragraph &) and

B) the number of years, not exceeding 35, of service .
credit (determined in accordance with sections 251 and 252)
multiplied by 2 percent.

“(2) CREDIT FOR UNUSED SICK LEAVE.—The total service of a
participant who retires on an immediate annuity (except under
section 231) or who dies leaving a survivor or survivors entitled
to an annuity shall include (without regard to the 35-year limi-
tation prescribed in paragraph (1)) the days of unused sick leave
to the credit of the participant. Days of unused sick leave may
not be counted in determining average basic pay or eligibility
for an annuity under this title. A deposit shall not be required
for days of unused sick leave credited under this paragraph.

“(3) CREDITING OF PART-TIME SERVICE.—

“lA) IN GENERAL.—In the case of a participant whose
service includes service on a part-time basis performed after
April 6, 1986, the participant’s annuity shafl) be the sum of
the amounts determined under subparagraphs (B) and (C).

““B) COMPUTATION OF PRE-APRIL 7, 1986, ANNUITY.—
The portion of an annuity referred to in subparagraph (A)
with respect to service before April 7, 1986, shall be the
amount computed under paragraph (1) using the partici-
pant’s length of service before that date (increased by the
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unused sick leave to the credit of the participant at the
time of retirement) and the participant’s high-3 average
pay.
‘C) COMPUTATION OF POST-APRIL 6, 1986, ANNUITY.—

The portion of an annuity referred to in subparagraph (A)

with fr"espect to service after April 6, 1986, shall be the prod-

uct of—

“(i) -the amount computed under paragraph (1),
using the participant’s length of service after that date
and the participant’s high-3 average pay, as deter-
mined by using the annual rate of basic pay that
would be payable for full-time service; and

“Gi) the ratio which the participant’s actual serv-
ice after April 6, 1986 (as determined by prorating the
participant’s total service after that date to reflect the
service that was performed on a part-time basis) bears
to the total service after that date that would be credit-
able for the participant if all the service had been per-
formed on a full-time basis.

‘D) TREATMENT OF EMPLOYMENT ON TEMPORARY OR
INTERMITTENT BASIS.—Employment on a temporary or
intermittent basis shall not be considered to be service on a
part-time basis for purposes of this paragraph.

“(4) HIGH-3 AVERAGE PAY DEFINED.—For purposes of this
subsection, a participant’s high-3 average pay is the amount of
the participant’s average basic pay for the highest 3 consecutive
years of the participant’s service (or, in the case of an annuity
computed under section 232 and based on less than 3 years, over
the total service) for which full contributions have been made to
the fund.

“(5) CoMPUTATION OF SERVICE.—In determining the aggre-
gate period of service upon which an annuity is to be based, any
fractional part of a month shall not be counted.

“(b) SPoUSE OorR FORMER SPOUSE SURVIVOR ANNUITY.—

“(1) REDUCTION IN PARTICIPANT'S ANNUITY TO PROVIDE
SPOUSE OR FORMER SPOUSE SURVIVOR ANNUITY.—

“(A) GENERAL RULE.—Except to the extent provided
otherwise under a written election under subparagraph (B)
or (C), if at the time of retirement a participant or former
participant is married (or has a former spouse who has not
remarried before attaining age 55), the participant shall re-
ceive a reduced annuity and provide a survivor annuity for
the participant’s spouse under this subsection or former
spouse under section 222(b), or a combination of such annu-
ities, as the case may be.

‘‘B) JOINT ELECTION FOR ‘WAIVER OR REDUCTION OF
SPOUSE SURVIVOR ANNUITY.—A married participant or
former participant and the participant’s spouse may jointly
elect in writing at the time of retirement to waive a survi-
vor annuity for that spouse under this section or to reduce
such survivor annuity under this section by designating a
‘portion of the annuity of the participant as the base for the
survivor annuity. If the marriage is dissolved following an
election for such a reduced annuity and the spouse quali-
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fies as a former spouse, the base used in calculating any
annuity of the former spouse under section 222(b) may not .
exceed the portion of the participant’s annuity designated
under this subparagraph.

“C) JOINT ELECTION OF PARTICIPANT AND FORMER
SPOUSE.—If a participant or former participant has a
former spouse, such participant and the participant'’s
former spouse may jointly elect by spousal agreement under
section 264(b) to waive, reduce, or increase a survivor annu-
ity under section 229(b) for that former spouse. Any such
election must be made (1) before the end of the 12-month
period beginning on the date on which the divorce or an-
nulment involving that former spouse becomes final, or (i)
(lzt the time of retirement of the participant, whichever is

ater.

“(D) UNILATERAL ELECTIONS IN ABSENCE OF SPOUSE OR
FORMER SPOUSE.—The Director may prescribe regulations
under which a participant or former participant may make
an election under subparagraph (B) or (C) without the par-
ticipant’s spouse or former spouse if the participant estab-
lishes to the satisfaction of the Director that the partici-
pant does not know, and has taken all reasonable steps to
determine, the whereabouts of the spouse or former spouse.
“(9) AMOUNT OF REDUCTION- IN PARTICIPANT’S ANNUITY.—

The annuity of a participant or former participant providing a
survivor annuity under this section (or section 222(b)), excluding
any portion of the annuity not designated or committed as a
base for any survivor annuity, shall be reduced by 2% percent of
the first $3,600 plus 10 percent of any amount over $3,600. The
reduction under this paragraph shall be calculated before any
reduction under section 222(a)(5).
“(3) AMOUNT OF SURVIVING SPOUSE ANNUITY.—

“lA) In GENERAL.—If a retired participant receiving a
reduced annuity under this subsection dies and is survived
by a spouse, a survivor annuity shall be paid to the surviv-
ing spouse. The amount of the annuity shall be equal to 55
percent of (i) the full amount of the participant’s annuity
computed under subsection (a), or (ii) any lesser amount
elected as the base for the survivor annuity under para-
graph (1)(B).

“(B) LimrtaTioN.—Notwithstanding subparagraph (A),
the amount of the annuity calculated under subparagraph .
(A) for a surviving spouse in any case in which there 1s also
a surviving former spouse of the retired participant who
qualifies for an annuity under section 222(b) may not
exceed 55 percent of the portion (if any) of the base for sur-
vivor annuities which remains available under section
222(b)4)(B).

“4C) EFFECTIVE DATE AND TERMINATION OF ANNUITY.—
An annuity payable from the fund to a surviving spouse
under this paragraph shall commence on the day after the
retired participant dies and shall terminate on the last day
of the month before the surviving spouse’s death or remar-
riage before attaining age 55. If such survivor annuity is
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terminated because of remarriage, it shall be restored at the
same rate commencing on the date such remarriage is dis-
solved by death, annulment, or divorce if any lump sum
If’arl;ctii upon termination of the annuity is returned to the
und.

“lc) 18-MonTH OPEN PERIOD AFTER RETIREMENT TO PROVIDE

Sprouse COVERAGE.—

“(1) SURVIVOR ANNUITY ELECTIONS.—

“lfA) ELECTION WHEN SPOUSE COVERAGE WAIVED AT
TIME OF RETIREMENT.—A participant or former participant
who retires after March 31, 1992 and who—

“(i) is married at the time of retirement; and

“Gi) elects at that time (in accordance with subsec-

tion (b)) to waive a survivor annuity for the spouse,

may, during the 18-month period beginning on the date of
the retirement of the participant, elect to have a reduction
under subsection (b) made in the annuity of the participant
(or in such portion thereof as the participant may desig-
nate) in order .to.provide a survivor annuity for the partici-
pant’s spouse.

‘3) VoIDING OF PREVIOUS ELECTIONS.—An election by a
participant or former participant under this subsection voids
prospectively any election previously made in the case of such
participant under subsection (b).

“th) REDUCTIONS IN ANNUITY.—An annuity that is reduced
in connection with an election under this subsection shall be re-
duced by the same percentage reductions as were in effect at the
time of the retirement of the participant or former participant
whose annuity is so reduced.

“CA) In the case of a child annuity payable under para-
graph (1), upon the death of a surviving spouse or the ter-
mination of the annuity of a child, the annuities of any re-
maining children shall be recomputed and paid as though
the spouse or child had not survived the retired partici-

annuity for a spouse shall, if the marriage of the retired partici-
pant to such spouse is dissolved, be recomputed and paid for

“(2) RETrROACTIVE BENEFITS.—Upon approval of an applica-

. tion provided under paragraph (1), the appropriate survivor an-
nuity shall be payable to the former spouse with respect to all
periods before such approval during which the former spouse
was entitled to such annuity under this section, but in no event
shall a survivor annuity be payable under this section with re-

spect to any period before October 1, 1986.

“le) REsTORATION OF ANNUITY.—Notwithstanding subsection
(dX1), the deadline by which an application for a survivor annuity
must be submitted shall not apply in cases. in which a former
spouse’s entitlement to such a survivor annuity is restored under
subsection (b)(1) or (c)(2).

“SEC. 225. RETIREMENT ANNUITY FOR CERTAIN FORMER SPOUSES.

“la) RETIREMENT ANNUITY.—An individual who was a former
spouse of a participant, former participant, or retired participant on
November 15, 1982, and any former spouse divorced after November
15, 1982, from a participant or former participant who retired before
November 15, 1989, shall be entitled, except to the extent such
former spouse is disqualified under subsecticn (b), to an annuity—

“(1) if married to the participant throughout the creditable
service of the participant, equal to 50 percent of the annuity of
the participant; or

“2) if not married to the participant throughout such
creditable service, equal to that former spouse’s pro rata share
of 50 percent of such annuity.

“®) LiMrtaTIONS.—A former spouse is not entitled to an annu-
ity under this section if—

“(1) the former spouse remarries before age 55, except that
the entitlement of the former spouse to an annuity under this
section shall be restored on the date such remarriage is dis-
solved by death, annulment, or divorce; or

“9) the former spouse is less than 50 years of age.

“(c) COMMENCEMENT AND TERMINATION.—

“(1) RETIREMENT ANNUITIES.—The entitlement of a former
spouse to an annuity under this section— ,

“(A) shall commence on the later of—

“) the day the participant upon whose service the
right to the annuity is based becomes entitled to an an-
nuity under this title;

“(B) the amount of the annuity of the ‘former spouse
shall be calculated on the basis of the annuity for which
the participant would otherwise so qualify.

“(3) ELECTION OF BENEFITS.—A former spouse of a partici-
pant. or retired participant shall not become entitled under this
section to an annuity or to the restoration of an annuity pay-
able from the fund unless the former spouse elects to receive it
instead of any other annuity to which the former spouse may be
entitled under this or any other retirement system for Govern-
ment employees on the basis of a marriage to someone other
than the participant.

" “4) ApPLICATION.—

“(A) TIME LIMIT; WAIVER.—An annuity under this sec-
tion shall not be payable unless appropriate written appli-
cation is provided to the Director, complete with any sup-
porting documentation which the Director may by regula-
tion require, not later than June 2, 1991. The Director may
waive the application deadline under the preceding sen-
tence in any case in which the Director determines that the
circumstances warrant such a waiver.

“(B) ReTroacTivE BENEFITS.—Upon approval of an ap-
plication under subparagraph (A), the appropriate annuity
shall be payable to the former spouse with respect to all pe-
riods before such approval during which the former spouse
was entitled to an annuity under this section, but in no
event shall an annuity be payable under this section with
respect to any period before December 2, 1987.
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“td) RESTORATION OF ANNUITIES.—Notwithstanding subsection
(c)4)(A), the deadline by which an application for a retirement an-
nuity must be submitted shall not apply in cases in which a former
spouse’s entitlement to such annuity is restored under subsection
(BX1) or (cX1)XB).

“e) SAvINGS ProvisioN.—Nothing in this section shall be con-
strued to impair, reduce, or otherwise affect the annuity or the enti-
t’llement to an annuity of a participant or former participant under
this title.

“SEC. 226. SURVIVOR ANNUITIES FOR PREVIOUS SPOUSES.

“The Director shall prescribe regulations under which a previ-
ous spouse who is divorced after September 29, 1988, from a partici-
pant, former participant, or retired participant shall be eligible for
a survivor annuity to the same extent and, to the greatest extent
practicable, under the same conditions (including reductions to be
made in the annuity of the participant) applicable to former spouses
(as defined in section 8331(23) of title 5, United States Code) of par-
ticipants in the Civil Service Retirement and Disability System
(CSRS) as prescribed by the Civil Service Retirement Spouse Equity
Act of 1984.

“Part D—Benefits Accruing to Certain
Participants

- “SEC, 231, RETIREMENT FOR DISABILITY OR INCAPACITY—MEDICAL EXAM-
INATION—RECOVERY.
‘a) DIsABILITY RETIREMENT.—

“(1) ELIGIBILITY.—A participant who has become disabled
shall, upon the participant’s own application or upon order of
the %}')rector, be retired on an annuity computed under subsec-
tion (b).

“(9) STANDARD FOR DISABILITY DETERMINATION.—A partici-
pant shall be considered to be disabled only if the participant—

“(A) is found by the Director to be unable, because of
disease or injury, to render useful and efficient service in
the participant’s position; and

“(B) is not qualified for reassignment, under proce-
dures prescribed by the Director, to a vacant position in the
Agency at the same grade or level and in which the partici-
pant would be able to render useful and efficient service.
“3) TIME LIMIT FOR APPLICATION.—

““A) ONE YEAR REQUIREMENT.—A claim may be al-
lowed under this section only if the application is submit-
ted before the participant is separated from the Agency or
within one year thereafter.

““B) WAIVER FOR MENTALLY INCOMPETENT PARTICI-
PANT.—The time limitation may be waived by the Director
for a participant who, at the date of separation from the
Agency or within one year thereafter, is mentally incompe-
tent, if the application is filed with the Agency within one
year from the date of restoration of the participant to com-
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Il)_etency or the appointment of a fiduciary, whichever is ear-
ter.
“(b) CoMPUTATION OF DISABILITY ANNUITY.—

“1) In GeENERAL.—Except as provided in paragraph (2), an
annuity payable under subsection (a) shall be computed under
section 221(a). However, if the disabled or incapacitated partici-
pant has less than 20 years of service credit toward retirement
under the system at the time of retirement, the annuity shall be
computed on the assumption that the participant has had 20
years of service, but the additional service credit that may
accrue to a participant under this paragraph may not exceed
the difference between the participant’s age at the time of retire-
ment and age 60.

“(2) COORDINATION WITH MILITARY RETIRED PAY AND VET-
ERANS’ COMPENSATION AND PENSION.—If a participant retiring
under this section is receiving retired pay or retainer pay for
military service (except that specified in section 252(eX3)) or De-
partment of Veterans Affairs compensation or pension in lieu of
such retired or retainer pay, the annuity ofptehat participant
shall be computed under section 221(a), excluding credit for
such military service from that computation. If the amount of
the annuity so computed, plus the retired or retainer pay which
is_received, or which would be received but for the application
of the limitation in section 5532 of title 5, United States Code,
or the Department of Veterans Affairs compensation or pension
in lieu ofp:uch retired or retainer pay, is less than the annuity
that would be payable under this section in the absence of the
previous sentence, an amount equal to the difference shall be
added to the annuity payable under section 221(a).

“(c) MeDICAL EXAMINATIONS. —

“(1) MEDICAL EXAMINATION REQUIRED FOR DETERMINATION
OF DISABILITY.—In each case, the participant shall be given a
medical examination by one or more duly qualified physicians
or surgeons designated by the Director to conduct examinations,
and disability shall be determined by the Director on the basis
of the advice of such physicians or surgeons.

“(2) ANNUAL REEXAMINATIONS UNTIL AGE 60.—Unless the
disability is permanent, like examinations shall be made annu-
ally until the annuitant becomes age 60. If the Director deter-
mines on the basis of the advice of one or more duly qualified
Physicians or surgeons conducting such examinations that an
annuitant has recovered to the extent that the annuitant can
return to duty, the annuitant may apply for reinstatement or re-
appointment in the Agency within one year from the date the
annuitant’s recovery is determined.

“(3) REINSTATEMENT.—Upon application, the Director may
reinstate any such recovered disability annuitant in the grade
held at time of retirement, or the Director may, taking into con-
sideration the age, qualifications, and experience of such annui-
tant, and the present grade of the annuitant’s contemporaries in
the Agency, appoint the annuitant to a grade higher than the
one held before retirement.

“4) TERMINATION OF DISABILITY ANNUITY.—Payment of the
annuity shall continue until a date one year after the date of
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examination showing recovery or until the date of reinstatement
or reappointment in the Agency, whichever is earlier.

“(5) PAYMENT OF FEES.—Fees for examinations under this
subsection, together with reasonable traveling and other ex-
penses incurred in order to submit to examination, may be paid
out of the fund.

(6) SUSPENSION OF ANNUITY PENDING REQUIRED EXAMINA-
TION.—If the annuitant fails to submit to examination as re-
quired under this section, payment of the annuity shall be sus-
pended until continuance of the disability is satisfactorily es-
tablished.

“(7) TERMINATION OF ANNUITY UPON RESTORATION OF EARN-
ING cAPACITY.—If the annuitant receiving a disability retire-
ment annuity is restored to earning capacity before becoming

e 60, payment of the annuity terminates on reemployment by
the Government or 180 days after the end of the calendar year
in which earning capacity is restored, whichever is earlier.
Earning capacity shall be considered to be restored if in any
calendar year the income of the annuitant from wages or self-
employment, or both, equals at least 80 percent of the current
rate of pay for the grade and step the annuitant held at the
time of retirement. :

“td) TREATMENT OF RECOVERED DISABILITY ANNUITANT WHO Is
Nor REINSTATED.—

“(1) SEPARATION.—If a recovered or restored disability an-
nuitant whose annuity is discontinued is for any reason not re-
instated or reappointed in the Agency, the annuitant shall be
considered, except for service credit, to have been separated
within the meaning of section 23} as of the date of termination
of the disability annuity.

“(2) RETIREMENT.—After such termination, the recovered or
restored annuitant shall be entitled to the benefits of section
234 or 241(b), except that the annuitant may elect voluntary re-
tirement under section 233, if qualified thereunder, or may be
placed by the Director in an involuntary retirement status
under section 235(a), if qualified thereunder. Retirement rights
under this paragraph sZall be based on the provisions of this
title in effect as of the date on which the disability annuity is
discontinued.

“(3) FURTHER DISABILITY BEFORE AGE 62.—If, based on a
current medical examination, the Director determines that a re-
covered annuitant has, before reaching age 62, again become to-
tally disabled due to recurrence of the disability for which the
annuitant was originally retired, the annuitant’s terminated
disability annuity (same type and rate) shall be reinstated from
the date of such medical examination. If a restored-to-earning-
capacity annuitant has not medically recovered from the dis-
ability for which retired and establishes to the Director’s satis-
faction that the annuitant’s income from wages and self-em-
ployment in any calendar year before reaching age 62 was less
than 80 percent of the rate of pay for the grade and step the
annuitant held at the time of retirement, the annuitant’s termi-
nated disability annuity (same type and rate) shall be reinstat-
ed from the first of the next following year. If the annuitant
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has been allowed an involuntary or voluntary retirement annu-
ity in the meantime, the annuitant’s reinstated disability annu-
ity shall be substituted for it unless the annuitant elects to
retain the former benefit.

“(e) COORDINATION OF BENEFITS.—

“(1) WorRKERS’ COMPENSATION.—A participant is not enti-
tled to receive for the same period of time—

““A) an annuity under this title, and

“(B) compensation for injury to, or disability of, such
participant under subchapter I of chapter 81 of title 5,
United States Code, other than compensation payable under
section 8107 of such title.

“(2) Survivor ANNUITIES.—An individual is not entitled to
receive an annuity under this title and a concurrent benefit
under subchapter I of chapter 81 of title 5, United States Code,
on account of the death of the same person.

“(3) GREATER BENEFIT.—Paragraphs (1) and (2) do not bar
the right of a claimant to the greater benefit conferred by either
this title or subchapter I of chapter 81 of title 5, United States
“P OFrser FroM Survivor ANNUITY FOR WORKERS’ COMPEN-

SATION PAYMENT.—

“(d) REFUND TO DEPARTMENT OF LABOR.—If an individual
is entitled to an annuity under this title and the individual re-
ceives a lump-sum payment for compensation under section 8135
of title 5, United States Code, based on the disability or death
of the same person, so much of the compensation as has been
paid for a period extended beyond the date payment of the an-
nuity commences, as determined by the Secretary of Labor, shall
be refunded to the Department for credit to the Employees’
Compensation Fund. Before the individual may receive the an-
nuity, the individual shall—

“(A) refund to the Secretary of Labor the amount repre-
senting the commuted compensation payments for the ex-
tended period; or

“(B) authorize the deduction of the amount from the
annuity.

“(2) Source orF DEDUCTION.—Deductions from the annuity
may be made from accrued or accruing payments. The amounts
deducted and withheld from the annuity shall be transmitted
to the Secretary for reimbursement to the Employees’ Compensa-
tion Fund. .

“(3) PRORATING DEDUCTION.—If the Secretary finds that the
financial circumstances of an individual entitled to an annuity
under this title warrant deferred refunding, deductions from
the annuity may be prorated against and paid from accruing
payments in such manner as the Secretary determines appropri-
ate.

“SEC. 232. DEATH IN SERVICE.

“(a) RETURN oF CONTRIBUTIONS WHEN No ANNUITY PAYABLE.—
If a participant dies and no claim for an annuity is payable under
this title, the participant’s lump-sum credit and any voluntary con-
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tributions made under section 281, with interest, shall be paid in
the order of precedence shown in section 241(c).

“(b) Survivor ANNUITY FOR SURVIVING SPOUSE OR FORMER
SPOUSE.—

“t1) IN GENERAL.—If a participant dies before separation or
retirement from the Agency and is survived by a spouse or by a
former spouse qualifying for a survivor annuity under section
222(b), such surviving spouse shall be entitled to an annuity
equal to 55 percent of the annuity computed in accordance with
paragraphs (2) and (3) of this subsection and section 221(a), and
any such surviving former spouse shall be entitled to an annu-
ity computed in accordance with section 222(b) and paragraph
(2) of this subsection as if the participant died after being enti-
tled to an annuity under this title. The annuity of such surviv-
ing spouse or former spouse shall commence on the day after
the participant dies and shall terminate on the last day of the
month before the death or remarriage before attaining age 55 of
the surviving spouse or former spouse (subject to the payment
and restoration provisions of sections 221(b)3XC), 221(h), and
222(6)(3)).

“(2) CompuraTION.—The annuity payable under paragraph
(1) shall be computed in accordance with section 221(a), except
that the computation of the annuity of the participant under
such section shall be at least the smaller of (A) 40 percent of the
participant’s high-3 average pay, or (B) the sum obtained under
such section after increasing the participant’s length of service
by the difference between the participant’s age at the time of
death and age 60.

“(8) LimrraTioN.—Notwithstanding paragraph (1), if the
participant had a former spouse qualifying for an annuity
under section 222(b), the annuity of a surviving spouse under
this section shall be subject to the limitation of section
221(6X3X(B), and the annuity of a former spouse under this sec-
tion shall be subject to the limitation of section 222(b)(4)(B).

“(4) PRECEDENCE OF SECTION 22, SURVIVOR ANNUITY OVER
DEATH-IN-SERVICE ANNUITY.—If a former spouse who is eligible
for a death-in-service annuity under this section is or becomes
eligible for an annuity under section 229, the annuity provided
under this section shall not be payable and shall be superseded
by the annuity under section 224.

“{c) ANNUITIES FOR SURVIVING CHILDREN.—

“(1) PARTICIPANTS DYING BEFORE APRIL 1, 1992.—In the case
of a participant who before April 1, 1999, died before separation
or retirement from the Agency and who was survived by a child
or children—

“(A) if the participant was survived by a spouse, there
shall be paid from the fund to or on behalf of each such
surviving child an annuity determined under section
221(d)8)A); and

“(B) if the participant was not survived by a spouse,
there shall be paid from the fund to or on behalf of each
such surviving child an annuity determined under section
221(d)3)B).
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“02). PARTICIPANTS DYING ON OR AFTER APRIL 1, 1992.—In
the case of u participant who on or after April 1, 1992, dies
before separation or retirement from the Agency and who is sur-
vived by a child or children—

“(A) if the participant is survived by a spouse or former
spouse who is the natural or adoptive parent of a surviving
child of the participant, there shall be paid from the fund
to or on behalf of each such surviving child an annuity de-
termined under section 221(dX3XA); and _

“(B) if the participant is not survived by a spouse or

. former spouse who is the natural or adoptive parent of a
surviving child of the participant, there shall be paid to or
on behalf of each such surviving child an annuity deter-
mined under section 221(d)X3XB).

“(3) ForMER sPOUSE DEFINED.—For purposes of this subsec-
tion, the term ‘former spouse’ includes any former wife or hus-
band of a participant, regardless of the length of marriage or
the amount of creditable service completed by the participant.

“SEC. 233. VOLUNTARY RETIREMENT.

“A participant who is at least 50 years of age and has complet-
ed 20 years of service may, on the participant’s application and with
the consent of the Director, be retired from the Agency and receive
benefits in accordance with the provisions of section 221 if the par-
ticipant has not less than 10 years of service with the Agency.

“SEC. 234. DISCONTINUED SERVICE BENEFITS.

“(a) DEFERRED ANNUITY.—A participant who separates from
the Agency may, upon separation or at any time before the com-
mencement of an annuity under this title, elect—

“(1) to have the participant’s contributions to the fund re-
turned to the participant in accordance with section 241(a); or
“(2) except in a case in which the Director determines that
separation was based in whole or in part on the ground of dis-
loyalty to the United States, to leave the contributions in the
fund and receive an annuity, computed as prescribed in section

221, commencing at age 62.

“(b) REFUND OF CONTRIBUTIONS IF FORMER PARTICIPANT DIES
Berore AGE 62.—If a participant who qualifies under subsection (a)
to receive a deferred annuity commencing at age 62 dies before
reaching age 62, the participant’s contributions to the fund, with in-
terest, shall be paid in accordance with the provisions of sections
241 and 281.

“SEC. 235. MANDATORY RETIREMENT.
“la) INVOLUNTARY RETIREMENT.—

“‘1) AurHORITY OF DIRECTOR.—The Director may, in the Di-
rector’s discretion, place in a retired status any participant in
the system described in paragraph (2).

“2) Paragraph (1) applies with respect to any participant
w;zlo has not less than 10 years of service with the Agency and
who—

“lA) has completed at least 25 years of service; or
“(B) is at least 50 years of age and has completed at
least 20 years of service.
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“b) MANDATORY RETIREMENT FOR AGE.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—A participant in the system shall be
automatically retired from the Agency—

“lA) upon reaching age 65, in the case of a participant
in the system receiving compensation under the Senior In-
telligence Service pay schedule at the rate of level 4 or
above; and

“(B) upon reaching age 60, in the case of any other par-
ticipant in the system.

“(2) EFFECTIVE DATE OF RETIREMENT.—Retirement under
paragraph (1) shall be effective on the last day of the month in
which the participant reaches the age applicable to that partici-
pant under that paragraph.

“(3) AUTHORITY FOR EXTENSION.—In any case in which the
Director determines it to be in the public interest, the Director
may extend the mandatory retirement date for a participant
under this subsection by a period of not to exceed 5 years.

“lc) RETIREMENT BENEFITS.—A participant retired under this
zegcltion shall receive retirement benefits in accordance with section

“SEC. 236. ELIGIBILITY FOR ANNUITY.

‘(@) ONE-OvuT-OF-Two REQUIREMENT.—A participant must com-
Dlete, within the last two years before any separation from service
(except a separation because of death or disability) at least one year
of creditable civilian service during which the participant is subject
to this title and in a pay status before the participant or the partici-
pant’s survivors are eligible for an annuity under this title based on
that separation.

“(b) REFUND oF CONTRIBUTIONS FOR TIME NoT ALLOWED FOR
CrepIT.—If a participant (other than a participant separated from
the service because of death or disability) fails to meet the service
and pay status requirement of subsection (a), any amounts deducted
from the participant’s pay during the period for which no eligibility
is established based on the separation shall be returned to the par-
ticipant on the separation.

“lc) ExceprioN.—Failure to meet the service and pay status re-
quirement of subsection (a) shall not deprive the participant or the
participant’s survivors of any annuity to which they may be entitled
under this title based on a previous separation.

“Part E—~Lump Sum Payments

“SEC. 241. LUMP-SUM PAYMENTS.
“ta) ENTITLEMENT TO LUMP-SuM CREDIT.—Subject to section
252(d) and subsection (b) of this section, a participant who—

“(1) is separated from the Agency for at least 31 consecutive
days and is not transferred to employment covered by another -
retirement system for Government employees; .

“(9) files an application with the Director for payment of
the lump-sum credit; .
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“3) is not reemployed in a position in which the partici-
pant is subject to this title at the time the participant files the
application; and

“4) will not become eligible to receive an annuity under
this title within 31 days after filing the application,

is entitled to be paid the lump-sum credit. Receipt of the payment of
the lump-sum credit by the former participant voids all annuity
rights under this title based on the service on which the lump-sum
credit is based, until the former participant is reemployed in service
subject to this title.

“tb) ConpITIONS FOR PAYMENT OF Lump-Sum CREDIT.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Whenever a former participant becomes
entitled to receive payment of the lump-sum credit under subsec-
tion (a), such lump-sum credit shall be paid to the former par-
ticipant and to any former spouse or former wife or husband of
the former participant in accordance with paragraphs (2)
through (4). The former participant’s lump-sum credit shall be
reduced by the amount of the lump-sum credit payable to any
former spouse or former wife or husband.

“(2) PRO RATA SHARE FOR FORMER SPOUSE.—Unless other-
wise expressly provided by any spousal agreement or court order
under section 264(b), a former spouse of the former participant
shall be entitled to receive a share of such participant’s lump-
sum credit— :

“CA) if .married to the participant throughout the
period of creditable service of the participant, equal to 50
percent of such lump-sum credit; or

“(B) if not married to the participant throughout such
creditable service, equal to a proportion of 50 percent of
such lump-sum credit which is the proportion that the
number of days of the marriage of the former spouse to the
participant during periods of creditable service of such par-
ticipant bears to the total number of days of such credita-
ble service.

“(3) SHARE FOR FORMER WIFE OR HUSBAND.—Payment of
the former participant’s lump-sum credit shall be subject to the
terms of a court order under section 26j(c) concerning any
former wife or husband of the former participant if—

“(A) the court order expressly relates to any portion of
such lump-sum credit; and

“(B) payment of the lump-sum credit would extinguish
entitlement of such former wife or husband to a survivor
annuity under section 226 or to any portion of the partici-
pant’s annuity under section 264(c).

“(4) NOTIFICATION.—A lump-sum credit may be paid to or
for the benefit of a former participant—

“(A) only upon written notification to (i) the current
spouse, if any, (ii) any former spouse, and (iii) any former
wife or husband who has a court order covered by para-
graph (3); and

“(B) only if the express written concurrence of the cur-
rent spouse has been received by the Director.
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This paragraph may be waived under circumstances described

in section 221(bX1)(D).

“(c) ORDER OF PRECEDENCE OF PAYMENT.—A lump-sum benefit
that would have been payable to a participant, former participant,
or annuitant, or to a survivor annuitant, authorized by subsection
(d) or (e) of this section or by section 234(b) or 281(d) shall be paid in
the following order of precedence to individuals surviving the par-
ticipant and alive on the date entitlement to the payment arises,
upon establishment of a valid claim therefor, and such payment
bars recovery by any other individual:

“{) To the beneficiary or beneficiaries designated by such
participant in a signed and witnessed writing received by the
Director before the participant’s death. For this purpose, a des-
ignation, change, or cancellation of beneficiary in a will or
other document not so executed and filed with the Director
shall have no force or effect.

“(2) If there is no designated beneficiary, to the surviving
wife or husband of such participant.

“(3) If none of the above, to the child or children of such
participant and descendent of deceased children by representa-
tion. ’ .

“@) If none of the above, to the parents of such participant
or the survivor of them.

“@) If none of the above, to the duly appointed executor or
administrator of the estate of such participant.

: “(6) If none of the above, to such other next of kin of such

participant as the Director determines to be legally entitled to

such payment. '

“(d) DEATH OF FORMER PARTICIPANT BEFORE RETIREMENT.—

“(1) In GENERAL.—Except as provided in paragraph (2), if a
former participant eligible for a deferred annuity under section
234 dies before reaching age 69, such former participant’s lump-
sum credit shall be paid in accordance with subsection (c).

“(%) LimrraTioN.—In any case where there is a surviving
former spouse or surviving former wife or husband of such par-
ticipant who is entitled to a share of such participant’s lump-
sum credit under paragraphs (2) and (3) of subsection (b), the
lump-sum credit payable under paragraph (1) shall be reduced
by the lump-sum credit payable to such former spouse or former
wife or husband. :

“@ TerMINATION OF ALL ANNurTy Ricurs.—If all annuity
rights under this title based on the service of a deceased participant
-or annuitant terminate before the total annuity paid equals the
lump-sum credit, the difference shall be paid in accordance with
subsection (c).

“) TerMINATION OF SURVIVOR ANNUITY.—An annuity accrued
and unpaid on the termination, except by death, of the annuity of a
survivor annuitant shall be paid to that individual. An annuity ac-
crued and unpaid on the death of a survivor annuitant shall be
paid in the following order of precedence, and the payment bars re-
covery by any other individual:

“(1) To the duly appointed executor or administrator of the
estate of the survivor annuitant.
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“(9) If there is no executor or administrator, to such next of
kin of the survivor annuitant as the Director determines to be
legally entitled to such payment, except that no payment shall
be made under this paragraph until after the expiration of 30
days from the date of death of the survivor annuitant.

“Part F—Period of Service for Annuities

“SEC, 251. COMPUTATION OF LENGTH OF SERVICE.
“la) IN GENERAL.—

“(1) CREDITING SERVICE AS PARTICIPANT.—For the purposes
of this title, the period of service of a participant shall be com-
puted from the date on which the participant becomes a partici-
pant under this title. :

“(9) EXCLUSION OF CERTAIN PERIODS.—In computing the
period of service of a participant, all periods of separation from
the Agency and so much of any leave of absence without pay as
may exceed six months in the aggregate in any calendar year
shall be excluded, except leaves of absence while receiving bene-

- fits under chapter 81 of title 5, United Stdtes Code, and leaves
of absence granted participants while performing active and
honorable service in the Armed Forces.

“(3) CREDITING CERTAIN PERIODS OF SEPARATION.—A partic-
ipant or former participant who returns to Government duty
after a period of separation shall have included in the partici-
pant or former participant’s period of service that part of the
period of separation in which the participant or former partici-
pant was receiving benefits under chapter 81 of title 5, United
States Code.

“®h) ExTrA CREDIT FOR PERIODS SERVED AT UNHEALTHFUL
Posts OVERSEAS.—

“U1) CLASSIFICATION OF CERTAIN POSTS AS UNHEALTHFUL.—
The Director may from time to time establish a list of places
outside the United States that, by reason of climatic or other
extreme conditions, are to be classed as unhealthful posts. Such
.lSiSt shall be established in consultation with the Secretary of

tate.

“(9) ExTrA CREDIT.—Each year of duty at a post on the list
established under paragraph (1), inclusive of regular leaves of
absence, shall be counted as one and a half years in computing
the length of service of a participant under this title for the
purpose of retirement. In computing such service, any fractional

_month shall be treated as a full month.

“3) COORDINATION WITH BENEFITS UNDER TITLE 5.—Extra
credit for service at an unhealthful post may not be credited to
a participant who is paid a differential under section 5925 or
5928 of title 5, United States Code, for the same service.

“SEC. 252. PRIOR SERVICE CREDIT.
“a) IN GENERAL.—A participant may, subject to the provisions
of this section, include in the participant’s period of service—

“(1) civilian service in the Government before becoming a
participant that would be creditable toward retirement under
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subchapter III of chapter 83 of title 5, United States Code (as
determined under section 8332(b) of such title); and

“(9) honorable active service in the Armed Forces before the
date of the separation upon which eligibility for an annuity is
based, or honorable active service in the Regular or Reserve
Corps of the Public Health Service after June 30, 1960, or as a
commissioned officer of the National Oceanic and Atmospheric
Administration after June 30, 1961.

“b) LIMITATIONS.—

“1) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in paragraphs (2)
and (3), the total service of any participant shall exclude—

“(A) any period of civilian service on or after October 1,
1989, for which retirement deductions or deposits have not
e ) any period for which a refund of

“(B) any period of service for which a refund of contri-
butions has been mzué, or

“lC) any period of service l;)r which contributions were
not transferred pursuant to subsection (cX1);

unless the particiggnt makes a deposit to the fund in an
amount equal to the percentages of basic pay received for such
service as specified in the table contained in section 8334(c) of
title 5, United States Code, together with interest computed in
accordance with section 833/(e) of such title. The deposit may be
made in one or more installments (including by allotment from
pay), as determined by the Director.

“(9) EFFECT OF RETIREMENT DEDUCTIONS NOT MADE.—If a
participant has not paid a deposit for civilian service performed
before October 1, 1982, for which retirement deductions were not
made, such participant’s annuity shall be reduced by 10 percent
of the deposit described in pa ph (1) remaining unpaid,
unless the participant elects to eliminate the service involved
for the purpose of the annuity computation.

“(3) EFFECT OF REFUND OF RETIREMENT CONTRIBUTIONS.—A
participant who received a refund of retirement contributions
under this or any other retirement system for Government em-
ployees covering service for which the participant may be al-
lowed credit under this title may deposit the amount received,
with interest computed under parafre‘aph (1). Credit may not be
allowed for the service covered by the refund until the deposit is
made, except that a participant who—

“(A) separated from Government service before October
1, 1990, and received a refund of the participant’s retire-
ment contributions covering a period of service ending
before October 1, 1990;

“B) is entitled to an annuity under this title (other
than a disability annuity) which commences after Decem-
ber 1, 1992: and

“C) does not make the deposit required to receive
credit for the service covered by the refund;

shall be entitled to an annuity actuarially reduced in accord-
ance with section 8334(d)2XB) of title 5, United States Code.

“(4) ENTITLEMENT UNDER ANOTHER SYSTEM.—Credit toward
retirement under the system shall not be allowed for any period
of civilian service on the basis of which the participant is re-
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" ceiving (or will in the future be entitled to receive) an annuity
under another retirement system for Government employees,
unless the right to such.annuity is waived and a deposit is
made under paragraph (1) covering that period of service, or a
transfer is made pursuant to subsection (c).

“c) TRANSFER FroM OTHER GOVERNMENT RETIREMENT SYS-
TEMS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—If an employee who is under another re-

_ tirement system for Government employees becomes a partici-
pent in the system by direct transfer, the Government’s contri-
butions (including interest accrued thereon computed in accord-
ance with section 8334(e) of title 5, United States Code) under
such retirement system on behalf of the employee as well as
such employee’s total contributions and deposits (including in-
terest accrued thereon), except voluntary contributions, shall be
.transferred to the employee’s credit in the fund effective as of
the date such employee becomes a participant in the system.

“9) CONSENT oF EMPLOYEE.—Each such employee shall be
deemed to consent to the transfer of such funds, and such trans-
fer shall be a complete discharge and acquittance of all claims
and demands against the other Government retirement fund on
account of service rendered before becoming a participant in the
system.

“3) ADDITIONAL CONTRIBUTIONS; REFUNDS.—A participant
whose contributions are transferred pursuant to paragraph (1)
shall not be required to make additional contributions for peri-
ods of service for which full contributions were made to the
other Government retirement fund, nor shall any refund be
made to any such participant on account of contributions made
during any period to the other Government retirement fund at a
higher rate than that fixed for employees by section 8334(c) of
title 5, United States Code, for contributions to the fund.

“d) ' TRANSFER TO OTHER GOVERNMENT RETIREMENT SYs-
TEMS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—If a participant in the system becomes

_an employee under another Government retirement system by
direct transfer to employment covered by such system, the Gov-

. ernment’s contributions (including interest accrued thereon com-

- puted in accordance with section 8334(e) of title 5, United States

. Code) to the fund on the participant's behalf as well as the par-
ticipant’s total contributions and deposits (including interest ac-
crued thereon), except voluntary contributions, shall be trans-
ferred to the participant’s credit in the fund of such other re-
tirement system effective as of the date on which the partici-
pant becomes eligible to participate in such other retirement
system.

“9) CoNSENT oF EMPLOYEE.—Each such employee shall be
deemed to consent to the transfer of such funds, and such trans-
fer shall be a complete discharge and acquittance of all claims
and demands against the fund on account of service rendered
before the participant’s becoming eligible for participation in
that other system.

“le) PrIOR MILITARY SERVICE CREDIT.—
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“(1) APPLICATION TO OBTAIN CREDIT.—If a deposit required
to obtain credit for prior military service described in subsection
(a)X?) was not made to another Government retirement fund and
transferred under subsection (cX1), the participant may obtain
credit for such military service, subject to the provisions of this
subsection and subsections (f) through (h), by applying for it to
the Director before retirement or separation from the Agency.

‘02) EMPLOYMENT STARTING BEFORE, ON, OR AFTER OCTOBER
1, 1982.—Except as provided in paragraph (3)—

“(A) the service of a participant who first became a

Federal employee before October 1, 1982, shall include

credit for each period of military service performed before

the date of separation on which entitlement to an annuity
under this title is based, subject to section 252(f); and
‘‘B) the service of a participant who first becomes a

Federal employee on or after October 1, 1982, shall include

credit for—

“6i) each period of military service performed
before January 1, 1957, and

“tii) each period of military service performed after
December 31, 1956, and before the separation on which
entitlement to an annuity under this title is based, only
if a deposit (with interest, if any) is made with respect
to that period, as provided in subsection (h).

“(3) EFFECT OF RECEIPT OF MILITARY RETIRED PAY.—In the
case of a participant who is entitled to retired pay based on a
period of military service, the participant’s service may not in-
clude credit for such period of military service unless the retired
pay is paid—

“(A) on account of a service-connected disability—

“4) incurred in combat with an enemy of the
United States; or

“ti) caused by an instrumentality of wer and in-
curred in the line of duty during a period of war (as
defined in section 1101 of title 38, United States Code);

or
“(B) under chapter 67 of title 10, United States Code.
“t4) Survivor ANNUITY.—Notwithstanding paragraph (3),
the survivor annuity of a survivor of a participant— _
“YA) who was awarded retired pay based on any period
of military service, and
“B) whose death occurs before separation from the
Agency,
shall be computed in accordance with section 8332(cX3) of title
5, United States Code.
“tO ErreEct oF ENTITLEMENT TO SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS.—
“(1) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other provision of
this section (except paragraph (3) of this subsection) or section
253, any military service (other than military service covered by
military leave with pay from a civilian position) performed by a
participant after December 1956 shall be excluded in determin-
ing the aggregate period of service on which an annuity payable
under this title to such participant or to the participant’s
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. spouse, former spouse, previous spouse, or child is based, if such
participant, spouse, former spouse, previous spouse, or child is
.entitled (or would upon proper application be entitled), at the
time of such determination, to monthly old-age or survivors’ in-
surance henefits under section 202 of the Social Security Act (42
U.S.C. 402), based on such participant’s wages and self-employ-
ment income. If the military service is not excluded under t
preceding sentence, but upon attaining age 62, the participant
or spouse, former spouse, or previous spouse becomes entitled (or
would upon proper application be entitled) to such benefits, the
aggregate period of service on which the annuity is based shall
be redetermined, effective as of the first day of the month in
which the participant or spouse, former spouse, or previous
spouse attains age 62, so as to exclude such service.

“2) LimiraTioNn.—The provisions of paragraph (1) relating
to credit for military service do not apply to—

with respect to which the participant has made a deposit

“(B) the military service of any participant described in
subsection (e)2XB). _

‘(3) EFFECT OF ENTITLEMENT BEFORE SEPTEMBER 8, 1982.—
(A) The annuity recomputation required by paragraph (1) shall
not apply to any participant who was entitled to an annuity
under this title on or before September 8, 1982, or who is enti-
tled to a deferred annuity based on separation from the Agency
occurring on or before such date. Instead of an annuity recom-
putation, the annuity of such participant shall be reduced at
aig 62 by an amount equal to a fraction of the participant’s
old-age or survivors’ insurance benefits under section 202 of the
Social Security Act. The reduction shall be determined by mul-
tiplying the participant’s monthly Social Security benefit by a
fraction, the numerator of which is the participant’s total mili-
tary wages and deemed additional wages (within the meaning

“(B) The reduction determined in accordance with subpara-
graph (A) shall not be greater than the reduction that would be
required under paragraph (1) if such paragraph applied to the
participant. The new formula shall be applicable to any annu-
ity payment payable after October 1, 1982, including annuity
payments to participants who had previously reached age 62
and whose annuities had already been recomputed.

“C) For purposes of this paragraph, the term ‘determina-
tion month’ means—

‘i) the first month for which the participant is enti-
tled to old-age or survivors’ insurance benefits (or would be
entitled to such benefits upon application therefor); or

“6ii) October 1982, in the case of any participant enti-
tled to such benefits for that month.
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“(® DEePosiTs PaIp By SURVIVORS.—For the purpose of survivor
annuities, deposits authorized by subsections (b) and (h) may also be
made by the survivor of a participant.

“(h) DEPosITs FOR PERIODS OF MILITARY SERVICE.—

‘1) Each participant who has performed military service
before the date of separation on which entitlement to an annu-
ity under this title is based may pay to the Agency an amount
equal to 7 percent of the amount of basic pay paid under section
204 of title 37, United States Code, to the participant for each
period of military service after December 1956. The amount of
such payments shall be based on such evidence of basic pay for
military service as the participant may provide or, if the Direc-
tor determines sufficient evidence has not been provided to ade-
quately determine basic pay for military service, such payment
shall be based upon estimates of such basic pay provided to the
Director under paragraph (4).

“2) Any deposit made under paragraph (1) more than two
years after the later of—

“(A) October 1, 1983, or
“(B) the date on which the participant making the de-
Dposit first becomes an employee of the Federal Government,

shall include interest on such amount computed and compounded
annually beginning on the date of expiration of the two-year period.
The interest rate that is applicable in computing interest in any
year under this paragraph shall be equal to the interest rate that is
applicable for such year under section 8334(e) of title 5, United
States Code.

“3) Any payment received by the Director under this sub-
section shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United States
to the credit of the fund.

“(4) The provisions of section 221(k) shall apply with re-
spect to such information as the Director determines to be neces-
sary for the administration of this subsection in the same
manner that such section applies concerning information de-
scribed in that section.

“SEC. 253. CREDIT FOR SERVICE WHILE ON MILITARY LEAVE.

“la) GENERAL RULE.—A participant who, during the period of
any war or of any national emergency as proclaimed by the Presi-
dent or declared by the Congress, leaves the participant’s position in
the Agency to enter military service shall not be considered, for pur-
poses of this title, as separated from the participant’s position in the
Agency by reason of such military service, less the participant ap-
Dplies for and receives a refund of contributions under this title.
Such a participant may not be considered as retaining such position
in the Agency after December 31, 1956, or upon the expiration of five
years of such military service, whichever is later.

“b) Warver oF CoNTRIBUTIONS.—Except to the extent provided
under section 252(e) or 252(h), contributions shall not be required
covering periods of leave of absence from the Agency granted a par-
ticipant while performing active service in the Armed Forces.
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“Part G—Moneys

“SEC, 261. ESTIMATE OF APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED.

“a) ESTIMATES OF ANNUAL APPROPRIATIONS.—The Director
shall prepare the estimates of the annual appropriations required to
be made to the fund. '

“b) ActvuariaL Varvations.—The Director shall cause to be
made actuarial valuations of the fund at such intervals as the Di-
rector determines to be necessary, but not less often than every five
years. .
“c) CHANGES IN Law AFFECTING ACTUARIAL STATUS OF
Funp.—Any statute which authorizes— .

“(1) new or increased benefits payable from the fund under

2’;113 title, including annuity increases other than under section

“9) extension of the coverage of this title to new groups of

employees; or

“(3) increases in pay on which benefits are computed;
is deemed to authorize appropriations to the fund in order to pro-
vide funding for the unfunded liability created by that statute, in
30 equal annual installments with interest computed at the rate
used in the then most recent valuation of the system and with the
first payment thereof due as of the end of the fiscal year in which
such new or liberalized benefit, extension of coverage, or increase in
pay is effective.

“td) AuTHORIZATION.—There is hereby authorized to be appro-
priated to the fund for each fiscal year such amounts as may be nec-
essary to meet the amount of normal cost for each year that is not
met by contributions under section 211(a).

“%e) UNFUNDED LiaBiLiTy; CREDIT ALLOWED FOR MILITARY
SERVICE.—There is hereby authorized to be appropriated to the fund
for each fiscal year such sums as may be necessary to provide the
amount equivalent to—

‘ “(1) interest on the unfunded liability computed for that

year at the interest rate used in the then most recent valuation

of the system; and
“(9) that portion of disbursement for annuities for that year
that the Director estimates is attributable to credit allowed for
military service,
less an amount determined by the Director to be appropriate to re-
flect the value of the deposits made to the credit of the fund under
section 252(h).

“SEC. 262. INVESTMENT OF MONEYS IN THE FUND.

“The Director may, with the approval of the Secretary of the
Treasury, invest from time to time in interest-bearing securities of
the United States such portions of the fund as in the Director’s
judgment may not be immediately required for the payment of an-
nuities, cash benefits, refunds, and allowances from the fund. The
income derived from such investments shall be credited to and con-
stitute a part of the fund.
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“SEC. 263. PAYMENT OF BENEFITS.

“(a) ANNUITIES STATED AS ANNUAL AMOUNTS.—Each annuity is
stated as an annual amount, Y%, of which, rounded to the next
lowest dollar, constitutes the monthly rate payable on the first busi-
ness day of the month after the month or other period for which it
has accrued.

“(b) COMMENCEMENT OF ANNUITY.—

“(1) COMMENCEMENT OF ANNUITY FOR PARTICIPANTS GENER-
ALLY.—Except as otherwise provided in paragraph (2), the an-
nuity of a participant who has met the eligibility requirements
for an annuity shall commence on the first day of the month
after separation from the Agency or after pay ceases and the
service and age requirements for title to an annuity are met.

“(2) Exceprions.—The annuity of—

‘YA) a participant involuntarily separated from the

Agency;

“(B) a participant retiring under section 231 due to a
disability; and

“C) a participant who serves 3 days or less in the
month of retirement;

shall commence on the day after separation from the Agency or

the day after pay ceases and the service and age or disability

requirements for title to annuity are met.

“(3) OTHER ANNUITIES.—Any other annuity payable from
the fund commences on the first day of the month after the oc-
currence of the event on which payment thereof is based. :
“c) TERMINATION OF ANNUITY.—An annuity payable from the

fund shall terminate—

“l) in the case of a retired participant, on the day death or
any other terminating event provided by this title occurs; or

“(2) in the case of a former spouse or a survivor, on the last
day of the month before death or any other terminating event
occurs.

“(d) APPLICATION FOR SURVIVOR ANNUITIES.—The annuity to a
survivor shall become effective as otherwise specified but shall not
be paid until the survivor submits an application for such annuity,
supported by such proof of eligibility as the Director may require. If
such application or proof of eligibility is not submitted during the
lifetime of an otherwise eligible individual, no annuity shall be due
or payable to the individual’s estate.

‘“le) Warver or ANNuUITY.—An individual entitled to an annu-
ity from the fund may decline to accept all or any part of the annu-
ity by submitting a signed waiver to the Director. The waiver may
be revoked in writing at any time. Payment of the annuity waived
may not be made for the period during which the waiver is in effect.

“4 LIMITATIONS.—

“{1) APPLICATION BEFORE 115TH ANNIVERSARY.—No pay-
ment shall be made from the fund unless an application for
benefits based on the service of the participant is received by the
Director before the 115th anniversary of the participant’s birth.

“C9) APPLICATION WITHIN 30 YEARS.—Notwithstanding
paragraph (1), after the death of a participant or retired ﬁrtici-
pant, no benefit based on that participant’s service may be paid
from the fund unless an application for the benefit is received
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by the Director within 30 years after the death or other event
which gives rise to eligibility for the benefit.
“(g) WITHHOLDING OF STATE INCOME TAX FROM ANNUITIES.—

“(1) AGREEMENTS WITH STATES.—The Director shall, in ac-
cordance with this subsection, enter into an agreement with any
State within 120 days of a request for agreement from the
proper State official. The agreement shall provide that the Di-
rector shall withhold State income tax in the case of the month-
ly annuity of any annuitant who voluntarily requests, in writ-
ing, such withholding. The amounts withheld during any cal-
endar quarter shall be held in the Fund and disbursed to the
States during the month following that calendar quarter.

“9) LIMITATION ON MULTIPLE REQUESTS.—An annuitant
may have in effect at any time only one request for withholding
under this subsection, and an annuitant may not have more
than two such requests during any one calendar year.

. “(3) CHANGE IN STATE DESIGNATION.—Subject to paragraph
(2), an annuitant may change the Stale designated by that an-
nuitant for purposes of having withholdings made, and may re-
quest that the withholdings be remitted in accordance with
such change. An annuitant also may revoke any request of that
annuitant for withholding. Any change in the State designated
or revocation is effective on the first day of the month after the
month in which the request or the revocation is processed by the
Director, but in no event later than on the first day of the
second month beginning after the day on which such request or
revocation is received by the Director. .

“(4) GENERAL PROVISIONS.—This subsection does not give
the consent of the United States to the application of a statute
which imposes more burdensome requirements of the United
States than on employers generally, or which subjects the
United States or any annuitant to a penalty or liability because
of this subsection. The Director may not accept pay from a State
for services performed in withholding State income taxes from
annuities. Any amount erroneously withheld from an annuity
and paid to a State by the Director shall be repaid by the State
in accordance with regulations prescribed by the Director.

“5) DeriniTioN.—For the purpose of this subsection, the
term ‘State’ includes the District of Columbia and any territory
or possession of the United States.

“SEC. 264. ATTACHMENT OF MONEYS,

“ta) ExempTION FrROM LEGAL PROCESS.—Except as provided in

subsections (b), (c), and (e), none of the moneys mentioned in this
title shall be assignable either in law or equity, or be subject to exe-
cution, levy, attachment, garnishment, or other legal process, except
as otherwise may be provided by Federal laws.

“b) PaymMeENT To ForMER Spouses UNDErR CoURT ORDER OR

SpousaL AGREEMENT.—In the case of any participant, former par-
ticipant, or retired participant who has a former spouse who is cov-
ered by a court order or who is a party to a spousal agreement—

“1) any right of the former spouse to any annuity under
section 222(a) in connection with any retirement or disability
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annuity of the participant, and the amount of any such annu-
ity;

“2) any right of the former spouse of a participant or re-
tired participant to a survivor annuity under section 222(b) or
222(c), and the amount of any such annuity;

“3) any right of the former spouse of a former participant
to any payment of a lump-sum credit under section 241(b) and
to any payment of a return of contributions under section
234(a); and

“4) any right of the former spouse of a participant or
former participant to a lump-sum payment or additional annu-
ity payable from a voluntary contribution account under section

shall be determined in accordance with that spousal agreement or
court order, if and to the extent expressly provided for in the terms
of the spousal agreement or court order that are not inconsistent
with the requirements of this title.

“Uc) OrHER PAYMENTS UNDER COURT ORDERS.—Payments under
this title that would otherwise be made to a participant, former par-
ticipant, or retired participant based upon that participant’s service
shall be paid, in whole or in part, by the Director to another indi-
vidual if and to the extent expressly provided for in the terms of
any court decree of divorce, annulment, or legal separation, or the
terms of any court order or court-approved property settlement agree-
ment incident to any court decree of divorce, annulment, or legal
separation.

“td) ProsPECTIVE PAYMENTS; BAr To RECOVERY.—

“(1) Subsections (b) and (¢c) apply only to payments made
under this title for periods beginning after the date of receipt by
the Director of written notice of such decree, order, or agreement
and such additional information and documentation as the Di-
rector may require.

“02) Any payment under subsection (b) or (¢c) to an individ-
ual bars recovery by any other individual.

“(e) ALLotMENTS.—An individual entitled to an annuity from
the fund may make allotments or assignments of amounts from
such annuity for such purposes as the Director considers appropri-
ate.

“SEC. 265. RECOVERY OF PAYMENTS.

“Recovery of payments under this Act may not be made from an
individual when, in the judgment of the Director, the individual is
without fault and recovery would be against equity and good con-
science. Withholding or recovery of money payable pursuant to this
Act on account of a certification or payment made by a former em-
Dployee of the Agency in the discharge of the former employee’s offi-
cial duties may be made if the Director certifies that the certifica-
tion or payment involved fraud on the part of the former employee.
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“Part H—Retired Participants Recalled, Rein-
stated, or Reappointed in the Agency or Reem-
ployed in the Government .

“SEC. 271. RECALL. :

“ta) AutHORITY TO REcALL.—The Director may, with the con-
sent of a retired participant, recall that participant to service in the
Agency whenever the Director determines that such recall is in the
public interest.

“®) Pay oF RETIRED PARTICIPANT WHILE SERVING.—A retired
participant recalled to duty in the Agency under subsection (a) or
reinstated or reappointed in accordance with section 231(b) shall,
while so serving, be entitled, in lieu of the retired participant’s an-
nuity, to the full basic pay of the in which the retired partici-
pant is serving. During such service, the retired participant shall
make contributions to the fund in accordance with section 211.

‘“¢) RECOMPUTATION OF ANNUITY.—When the retired partici-
pant reverts to retired status, the annuity of the retired participant
shall be redetermined in accordance with section 221.

“SEC. 272. REEMPLOYMENT.

“A participant retired under this title shall not, by reason of
that retired status, be barred from employment in Federal Govern-
ment service in any appointive position for which the participant is
qualified. . :

“SEC, 273. REEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION.

“@) DeEpucTION From Basic Pay.—An_annuitant who has re-
tired under this title and who is reemployed in the Federal Govern-
ment service in any appointive position (either on a part-time or
full-time basis) shall be entitled to receive the annuity payable
under this title, but there shall be deducted from the annuitant’s
basic pay a sum equal to the annuity allocable to the period of
-actual employment.

“b) RECOVERY OF OVERPAYMENTS.—In the event of an overpay-
ment under this section, the amount of the overpayment shall be re-
covered by withholding the amount involved from the basic pay pay-
able to such reemployed annuitant or [rom any other moneys, in-
clulding the annuitant’s annuity, payable in accordance with this
title.

“c) Deposrr IN THE FUuND.—Sums deducted from the basic pay
of a reemployed annuitant under this section shall be deposited in
the Treasury of the United States to the credit of the fund.

“Part I—Voluntary Contributions

“SEC. 281. VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS.
“la) AUTHORITY FOR VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS.—

“1) IN GENERAL.—Under such regulations as may be pre-
scribed by the Director, a participant may voluntarily contrib-
ute additional sums in multiples of one percent of the partici-
pant’s basic pay, but not in excess of 10 percent of such basic
pay.
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“(2) INTEREST.—The voluntary contribution account in each
case is the sum of unrefunded contributions, plus interest—
“(A) for periods before January 1, 1985, at 8 percent a
year; and
“(B) for periods on or after January 1, 1985, at the rate
computed under section 8334(e) of title 5, United States

compounded annually to the date of election under subsecton (b) or
the date of payment under subsection (d).

“) TREATMENT OF VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS.—Effective on
the date of retirement and at the election of the participant, the par-
ticipant’s account shall be—

“(1) returned in a lump sum;

“42) used to purchase an additional life annuity;

“03) used to purchase an additional life annuity for the par-
ticipant and to provide for a cash payment on the participant’s
death to a beneficiary; or

“(4) used to purchase an additional life annuity for the par-
ticipant and a life annuity commencing on the participant’s
death payable to a beneficiary, with a guaranteed return to the
beneficiary or the beneficiary’s legal representative of an
amount equal to the cash payment referred to in paragraph (3).

In the case of a benefit provided under paragraph (3) or (4), the par-
ticipant shall notify the Director in writing of the name of the bene-
ficiary of the cash payment or life annuity to be paid upon the par-
ticipant's death. :

“lc) VALUE oF BENEFITS.—The benefits provided by subsection
() (2), (3), or (4) shall be actuarially equivalent in value to the pay-
ment provided for in subsection (b)X1) and shall be calculated upon
such tables of mortality as may be from time to time prescribed for
this purpose by the Director.

“‘d) Lump Sum PAYMENT.—A voluntary contribution account
shall be paid in a lump sum at such time as the participant dies or
separates from the Agency without entitlement to an annuity. In the-
case of death, the account shall be paid in the order of precedence
specified in section 241(c).

“le) BENEFITS IN ADDITION TO OTHER BENEFITS.—Any benefit
payable to a participant or to the participant’s beneficiary with re-
spect to the additional contributions provided under this section
shall be in addition to benefits otherwise provided under this title.

“Part J—Cost-of-Living Adjustment of Annuities

“SEC. 291. COST-OF-LIVING ADJUSTMENT OF ANNUITIES.
“la) IN GENERAL.—Each annuity payable from the fund shall
be adjusted as follows:

“(1) Each cost-of-living annuity increase under this section
shall be identical to the corresponding percentage increase
under section 8340(b) of title 5, United States Code.

“9) A cost-of-living increase made under paragraph (1)
shall become effective under this section on the effective date of
each such increase under section 8340(b) of title 5, United States
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Code. Except as provided in subsection (b), each such increase
shall be-applied to each annuity-payable from the fund which
has a commencing date not later than the effective date of the
increase.

“(b) EricieiLity.—Eligibility for an annuity increase under this
section shall be governed by the commencing date of each annuity
payable from the fund as of the effective date of an increase, except
as follows:

. subsection (a) to an annuity which is payable from the fund to
-a participant who retires, to the surviving spouse, former
.spouse, or previous spouse of a participant who dies in service,
or to the surviving spouse, former spouse, previous spouse, or in-
surable interest designee of a deceased annuitant whose annuity
has not been increased under this subsection or subsection (a),
shall be equal to the product (adjusted to the nearest % of one
percent) of—
“A) Y, of the applicable percent change computed
under subsection (a), multiplied by
“(B) the number. of months (not to exceed 12 months,
counting any portion of a month-as a month)—
“G) for which the annuity was payable from the:
fund before the effective date of the increase, or
“Gi) in the case of a surviving spouse, former
.spouse, previous spouse, or-insurable interest designee
of a deceased annuitant whose annuity has not been so
increased; since the annuity was first payable to the de-
ceased annuitant.

“(2) Effective from its commencing date, an annuity pay-
able from the fund to an annuitant’s survivor (other than a
child entitled to an annuity under section 221(d) or section
23%c)) shall be increased by the total percentage increase the
annuitant was receiving under this section at death.

“3) For purposes of computing the annuity of a child under
section 221(d) that commences after October 31, 1969, the dollar
.amounts-specified in section 221(d)3) shall each be increased by
the  total percentage increases .allowed and in force under this

- -section on or after such day and, in the case of a deceased an-
nuitant, the percentages specified in -that section shall be in-
creased by the total percent allowed and in force to the annui-
tant under this section on or after such day.

“lc) LIMITATION.—An annuity increase provided by this section
may not be computed on any additional annuity purchased at retire-
ment by voluntary contributions.

- “(d) RounpING TO NEXT LowER DoLLAR.—The monthly annuity

- installment, after adjustment under this section, shall be rounded

. to the next lowest dollar, except that such installment shall, after
adjustment, reflect an increase of at least $1.

“le) LIMITATION ON MAXIMUM AMOUNT OF ANNUITY.—

“1) IN GENERAL.—An -annuity shall not be increased by
reason of an adjustment under this section to an amount which
exceeds the greater of—
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“A) the maximum pay payable for GS-15 30 days
before the effective date of the adjustment under this sec-
tion; or

“B) the final pay (or average pay, if higher) of the par-
ticipant with respect to whom the annuity is paid, in-
creased by the overall annual average percentage adjust-
ments (compounded) in the rates of pay of the General
Schedule under subchapter I of chapter 53 of title 5, United
States Code, during the period—

“(i) beginning on the date on which the annuity
commenced (or, in the case of a survivor of the retired
participant, the date on which the participant’s annu-
ity commenced), and

“(ii) ending on the effective date of the adjustment

‘ under this section.
“(9) Pay DEFINED.—For purposes of paragraph (1), the term
‘pay’ means the rate of salary or basic pay as payable under any
provision of law, including any provision of law limiting the ex-
penditure of appropriated funds.

“Part K—Conformity With Civil Service
Retirement System

“SEC. 292. AUTHORITY TO MAINTAIN EXISTING AREAS OF CONFORMITY BE-
TWEEN CIVIL SERVICE AND CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY
RETIREMENT AND DISABILITY SYSTEMS.

“la) PRESIDENTIAL AUTHORITY.—

“(1) CONFORMITY TO CSRS BY EXECUTIVE ORDER.— Whenever
the President determines that it would be appropriate for the
purpose of maintaining existing conformity between the Civil
Service Retirement and Disability System and the Central Intel-
ligence Agency Retirement and Disability System with respect
to substantially identical provisions, the President may, by Ex-
ecutive order, extend to current or former participants in the
Central Intelligence Agency Retirement and Disability System,
or to their survivors, a provision of law enacted after January 1,
1975, which—

“(A) amends subchapter III of chapter 83 of title 5,

United States Code, and is applicable to civil service em-

ployees generally; or

“(B) otherwise affects current or former participants in
the Civil Service Retirement and Disability .{ystem, or their

SUrvivors.

“9) EXTENSION TO CIARDS.—Any such order shall extend
such provision of law so that it applies in like manner with re-
spect to such Central Intelligence Agency Retirement and Dis-
abilit‘y System participants, former participants, or survivors.

“03) LEGAL staTus.—Any such order shall have the force
and effect of law. :

“4) EFFECTIVE DATE.—Any such order may be given retro-
active effect to a date not earlier than the effective date of the
corresponding provision of law applicable to employees under
the Civil Service Retirement System.
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“b) Errect oF Execurive ORDER.—Provisions of an Executive
order issued pursuant to this section shall modify, supersede, or
render inapplicable, as the case may be, to the extent inconsistent
therewith—

“C1) provisions of law enacted before the effective date of
the Executive order; and

“42)-any prior provision of an Executive order issued under
this section.

“SEC. 293. THRIFT SAVINGS PLAN PARTICIPATION.

“la) ELiciBILiTY FOR THRIFT SAVINGS PLAN.—Participants in
the system shall be deemed to be employees for the purposes of sec-
tion 8351 of title 5, United States Code.

“(b) MANAGEMENT oF THRIFT SAVINGS PLAN ACCOUNTS BY DrI-
RECTOR.—Subsections (k) and (m) of section 8461 of title 5, United
States Code, shall apply with respect to contributions made by par-
ticipants to the Thrift Savings Fund under section 8351 of such title
and to earnings attributable to the investment of such contributions.

“SEC. 294. ALTERNATIVE FORMS OF ANNUITIES.

“(a) AurHORITY FOR ALTERNATIVE ForM oF ANNUITY.—The Di-
rector shall prescribe regulations under which a participant may, at
the time of retiring under this title (other than under section 231),
elect annuity benefits under this section instead of any other bene-
fits under this title (including any survivor benefits under this title)
based on the service of the participant creditable under this title.

“(b) Basts For ALTERNATIVE Forms or ANNviTy.—The regula-
tions and alternative forms of annuity shall, to the maximum
extent practicable, meet the requirements prescribed in section 8343a
of title 5, United States Code.

“lc) Lump-Sum CrEDIT.—Any lump-sum credit provided pursu-
ant to an election under subsection (a) shall not preclude an indi-
vidual from receiving other benefits provided under that subsection.

“(d) SuBmissioN oF REGULATIONS TO CONGRESSIONAL INTELLI-
GENCE CoMMITTEES.—The Director shall submit the regulations pre-
scribed under subsection (a) to the congressional intelligence com-
mittees before the regulations take effect.

“SEC. 295. PAYMENTS FROM CIARDS FUND FOR PORTIONS OF CERTAIN
CIVIL SERVICE RETIREMENT SYSTEM ANNUITIES.

“The amount of the increase in any annuity that results from
the application of section 18 of the Central Intelligence Agency Act
of 1949, if and when such increase is based on an individual’s over-
seas service as an employee of the Central Intelligence Agency, shall
be paid from the fund.

“TITLE III—PARTICIPATION IN THE FED-
ERAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT
SYSTEM

“SEC. 301. APPLICATION OF FEDERAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM
TO AGENCY EMPLOYEES.

L “la) GENERAL RuLE.—Except as provided in subsections (b) and
" (c), all employees of the Agency, any of whose service after December
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31, 1983, is employment for the purpose of title II of the Social Secu-
rity Act and chapter 21 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, shall
be subject to chapter 8/ of title 5, United States Code.

“b) ExcEPTION FOR PRE-1984 EmpLOYEES.—Participants in the
Central Intelligence Agency Retirement and Disability System who
were participants in such system on or before December 31, 1983,
and who have not had a break in service in excess of one year since
that date, are not subject to chapter 8} of title 5, United States
Code, without regard to whether they are subject to title II of the
Social Security Act. '

“(c) NoNAPPLICABILITY OF FERS 10 CERTAIN EMPLOYEES.—

“(1) The provisions of chapter 8} of title 5, United States
Code, shall not apply with respect to—

“(A) any individual who separates, or who has separat-
ed, from Federal Government service after having been an
employee of the Agency subject to title II of this Act; and

“(B) any employee of the Agency having at least 5 years
of civilian service which was performed before January 1,
1987, and is creditable under title II of this Act (deter-
mined without regard to any deposit or redeposit require-
ment under subchapter III of chapter 83 of title 5, United
States Code, or under title II of this Act, or any require-
ment that the individual become subject to such subchapter
or to title II of this Act after performing the service in-
volved).

“9) Paragraph (1) shall not apply with respect to an indi-
vidual who has elected under regulations prescribed under sec-
tion 307 to become subject to chapter 84 of title 5, United States -
Code, to the extent provided in such regulations.

" %9 An individual described in paragraph (1) shall be
deemed to be an individual excluded under section 8402(b)(2) of
title 5, United States Code.

“d) ELecrioNn To Become SuBsect To FERS.—An employee
who is designated as a participant in the Central Intelligence
Agency Retirement and Disability System after December 31, 1987,
pursuant to section 203 may elect to become subject to chapter 84 of
title 5, United States Code. Such election—

“1) shall not be effective unless it is made during the six-
month period beginning on the date on which the employee is so
designated;

“9) shall take effect beginning with the first pay period be-
ginning after the date of the election; and

“(3) shall be irrevocable. ‘

“e) SPECIAL RULES.—The application of the provisions of chap-
ter 84 of title 5, United States Code, to an employee referred to in
subsection (a) shall be subject to the exceptions and special rules
provided in this title. Any provision of that chapter which is incon-
sistent with a special rule provided in this title shall not apply to
such employees. ,

“SEC. 302. SnggAL RULES RELATING TO SECTION 203 CRITERIA EMPLOY-

“ta) IN GENERAL.—Except as otherwise provided in this section,
in the application of chapter 8} of title 5, United States Code, to an
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employee of the Agency who is subject to such chapter and is desig-
nated by the Director under the criteria prescribed in section 203,
such employee shall be treated for purposes of determining such em-
ployee’s retirement benefits and obligations under such chapter as if
the employee were a law enforcement officer (as defined in section
8401(17) of title 5, United States Code).

“b) VoLunTarRY AND MANDATORY RETIREMENT.—The provi-
sions of sections 233 and 235 shall apply to employees referred to in
subsection (a), except that the retirement benefits shall be deter-
mined under chapter 8} of title 5, United States Code.

“lc) RECALL.—

“(1) Except as provided in paragraph (2), section 271 shall
apply to an employee referred to in subsection (a).

“(2) Contributions during recall service shall be made as
provided in.section 8422 of title 5, United States Code.

“(3) When .an employee recalled under this subsection re-
verts to a retired status, the annuity of such employee shall be
redetermined under the provisions of chapter 84 of title 5,
United States Code.

“SEC. 303. SPECIAL RULES FOR OTHER EMPLOYEES FOR SERVICE ABROAD.

“(a) SpEcIAL CoMPUTATION RULE.—Notwithstanding any provi-
sion of chapter 84 of title 5, United States Code, the annuity under
subchapter II of such chapter of a retired employee of the Agency
- who is not designated under section 302(a) and who has served
abroad as an employee of the Agency after December 31, 1986, shall
be computed as provided in subsection (b).

“(b) CompuTATION.—

“(1) SErvICE ABROAD.—The portion of the annuity relating
to such service abroad shall be computed as provided in section
8415(d) of title 5, United States Code.

“(2) OruER SERVICE.—The portions of the annuity relating
to other creditable service shall be computed as provided in sec-
tion 8415 of such title that is applicable to such service under

- the conditions prescribed in chapter 84 of such title.

“SEC. 304. SPECIAL RULES FOR FORMER SPOUSES.

“(a) GENERAL RULE.—Except as otherwise specifically provided
in this section, the provisions of chapter 84 of title 5, United States
Code, shall apply in the case-of an employee of the Agency who is
.subject to chapter 84 of title 5, United States Code, and who has a
former spouse (as defined in section 8401(12) of title 5, United States
Code) or a qualified former spouse. '

“(b) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section:

ployee’s service with the Agency; and

“(B) in the case of a former spouse whose divorce from
such employee becomes final after December 4, 1991, was
married to such employee for not less than 10 years during
periods of the employee’s service which are creditable under
section 8411 of title 5, United States Code, at least 5 years
of which were spent by the employee outside the United

States during the employee’s service with the Agency or oth-

erwise in a position the duties of which qualified the em-

ployee for designation by the Director under the criteria

“(4) Spousar AGREEMENT.—The term ‘spousal agreement’
means an agreement between an employee, former employee, or

) d“(A) is in writing, is signed by the parties, and is nota-
rized;
“(B) has not been modified by court order; and
“0C) has been authenticated by the Director.

“(5) Court orRDER.—The term ‘court order’ means any court
decree of divorce, annulment or legal separation, or any court
order or court-approved property settlement agreement incident
to such court decree of divorce, annulment, or legal separation.
“c) ENTITLEMENT OF QUALIFIED FORMER SPOUSE TO RETIRE-

MENT BENEFITS.—
‘1) ENTITLEMENT.— _
“(A) IN GENERAL.—Unless otherwise expressly provided
by a spousal agreement or court order governing disposition

of benefits payable under subchapter II or V of chapter 8}

of title 5, United States Code, a qualified former spouse of

an employee is entitled to a share (determined under sub-
paragraph (B) of all benefits otherwise payable to such em-

ployee under subchapter II or V of chapter 84 of title 5,

United States Code. '

“(B) AMOUNT oF SHARE.—The share referred to in sub-

“(9) ANNUITY 3UPPLEMENT.—The benefits payable to an em-
ployee under subchapter II of chapter 84 of title 5, United
States Code, shall include, for purposes of this subsection, any
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annuity supplement payable to such employee under sections
8421 and 8421a of such title.

“63) DISQUALIFICATION UPON REMARRIAGE BEFORE AGE 55.—
A qualified former spouse shall not be entitled to any benefit
under this subsection if, before the commencement of any bene-
fit, the qualified former spouse remarries before becoming 55
years of age.

“(4) COMMENCEMENT AND TERMINATION.—

“‘tA) ComMENCEMENT.—The benefits of a qualified

“G) the day on which the employee upon whose
service the benefits are based becomes entitled to the
benefits; or

“li) the first day of the second month beginning
after the date on which the Director receives written
notice of the court order or spousal agreement, together
with such additional information or documentation as
the Director may prescribe.

““B) TERMINATION.—The benefits of the qualified
former spouse and the right thereto terminate on—

“l) the last day of the month before the qualified
former spouse remarries before 55 years of age or dies;

_fits terminate (except in the case of benefits subject to
paragraph (5XB)).

“l5) PAYMENTS TO RETIRED EMPLOYEES.—

“CA) CALCULATION OF SURVIVOR ANNUITY.—Any reduc-
tion in payments to a retired employee as a result of pay-
ments to a qualified former spouse under this subsection
shall be disregarded in calculating—

“4) the survivor annuity for any spouse, former
spouse (qualified or otherwise), or other survivor under
chapter 84 of title 5, United States Code, and

‘i) any reduction in the annuity of the retired
employee to provide survivor benefits under subsection
(d) of this section or under sections 8442 or 8445 of title
5, United States Code.

‘(B) REDUCTION IN BASIC PAY UPON RECALL TO SERV-
ICE.—If a retired employee whose annuity is-reduced under
paragraph (1) is recalled to service under section 302(c), the
basic pay of that annuitant shall be reduced by the same
amount as the annuity would have been reduced if it had
continued. Amounts equal to the reductions under this sub-
-paragraph shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United
States to the credit of the Civil Service Retirement and Dis-
ability Fund.

“(6) SPECIAL RULES FOR DISABILITY ANNUITANTS.—Notwith-
standing paragraphs (1) and (}), in the case of any qualified
‘former spouse of a disability annuitant—

on the date on which the employee would qualify, on the
basis of the employee’s creditable service, for benefits under

“(B) if applicable, 50 percent of the employee’s benefits
under chapter 84 of title 5, United States Code, or section

302(a) of the Federal Employees’ Retirement System Act of
1986 or section 307 of this Act), multiplied by the propor-
tion that the number of days of marriage during the period
of the employee’s creditable service on and after the effec-
tive date of the election to transfer bears to the employee’s
total creditable service after such effective date.

ENUE copE.—For purposes of the Internal Revenue Code of
1986, payments to a qualified former spouse under this subsec-
tion shall be treated as income to the qualified former spouse
and not to the employee.

JOINT EXPLANATORY STATEMENT OF THE COMMITTEE OF
CONFERENCE

The managers on the part of the House and Senate at the con-
ference on the disagreeing votes of the two Houses on the amend-
ment of the Senate to the bill (H.R. 5095) to authorize appropria-
tions for fiscal year 1993 for the intelligence and intelligence-relat-
ed activities of the United States Government, the Central Intelli-
gence Agency Retirement and Disability System, and for other pur-
poses, submit the following joint statement to the House and the
Senate in explanation of the effect of the action agreed upon by the
managers and recommended in the accompanying conference
report:

The Senate amendment struck out all of the House bill after
the enacting clause and inserted a substitute text.

The House recedes from its disagreement to the amendment of
the Senate with an amendment which is a substitute for the House
bill and the Senate amendment. The differences between the House
bill, the Senate amendment, and the substitute agreed to in confer-
ence are noted below, except for clerical corrections, conforming
changes made necessary by agreements reached by the conferees,
and minor drafting and clarifying changes.

TrtLE I—INTELLIGENCE ACTIVITIES

Due to the classified nature of intelligence and intelligence-re-
lated activities, a classified annex to this joint explanatory state-
ment serves as a guide to the classified Schedule of Authorizations
by providing a detailed description of program and budget author-
ity contained therein as reported by the Committee of Conference.

The actions of the conferees on all matters at difference be-
tween the two Houses are shown below or in the classified annex to
this joint statement.

A special conference group resolved differences between the.
House and Senate regarding DoD intelligence related activities, re-
ferred to as Tactical Intelligence and Related Activities (TIARA).
This special conference group was necessitated by the differing
committee jurisdictions of the intelligence committees of the House
and the Senate, and consisted of members of the House and Senate
Committees on Armed Services and the House Permanent Select
. Committee on Intelligence.

The amounts listed for TIARA programs represent the funding
levels jointly agreed to by the TIARA conferees and the House and
Senate conferees for the National Defense Authorization Act for
Fiscal Year 1993. In addition, the TIARA conferees have agreed on
the authorization level, as listed in the classified Schedule of Au-
thorizations, the joint statement, and its classified annex, for

()]
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TIARA programs which fall into the appropriation category of
Military Pay.

SECTIONS 101 AND 102

Sections 101 and 102 of the conference report authorize appro-
priations for the intelligence and intelligence-related activities of
. the United States Government for fiscal year 1993 and establish
-personnel ceilings applicable to such activities.

SECTION 103

Section 103 of the conference report authorizes the Director of
Central Intelligence to make adjustments in personnel ceilings in
certain circumstances.

The conferees emphasize that the authority conveyed by sec-
tion 103 is not intended to permit the wholesale raising of person-
nel strength in each or any intelligence component. Rather, the
section provides the Director of Central Intelligence with flexibility
to adjust personnel levels temporarily for contingencies and for
overages caused by an imbalance between hiring of new employees
and attrition of current employees from retirement, resignation,
and so forth. The conferees do not expect the Director of Central
Intelligence to allow heads of intelligence components to plan to
exceed personnel levels set in the Schedule of Authorizations
except for-the satisfaction of clearly identified hiring needs which
are consistent with the authorization of personnel strengths in this
bill. In no caseis this ‘authority to be used to provide for positions
denied by this Act. :

SECTION 104

Section 104 of the conference report authorizes appropriations
and personnel end-strengths for fiscal year 1993 for the Community
Management Staff and provides for administration of the staff
during fiscal year 1993 in the same manner as the Central Intelli-
gence Agency. The conference report authorizes $86.9 million and
161 personnel.

The Community Management Staff will perform some of the
tasks associated with the responsibilities the Director of Central In-
telligence (DCI) has for the management of the intelligence commu-
nity. These tasks were previously performed by the Intelligence
Community Staff. At the time the House considered the budget re-
quest for the Community Management Staff, it was the position of
the DCI that these funding and personnel levels should not be
made public. As a result of a disagreement with this position, no
funds for the Community Management Staff were included in the
House bill. '

The conferees note that the position of the DCI on this matter
changed prior to the drafting of the Senate amendment. The inclu-
sion of Section 104 in the conference report reflects this change.

The levels recommended by the conferees for funding and per-
sonnel in section 104 exceed those necessary for the core responsi-
bilities of the Community Management Staff as envisioned by the
DCI. As detailed more fully in the classified annex to this Joint Ex-
planatory Statement, the additional funds and personnel recom-

-~
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mended in section 104 will be used for such community-wide activi-
ties as a measurements and signatures intelligence (MASINT) com-
mittee, a Foreign Language Committee, an Open Source Coordina-
tor's Ofﬁce, and an Advanced Research and Development Commit-
tee.

TrrLE II—CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY RETIREMENT AND
DisaBILITY SYSTEM

SECTION 201

Section 201 of the conference report authorizes appropriations
for fiscal year 1993 of $168,900,000 for the Central Intelligence
Agency Retirement and Disability Fund. Section 201 is identical to
section 201 of the House bill and section 201 of the Senate amend-
ment.

- TrrLE ITI-—GENERAL PROVISIONS
SECTION 301

Section 301 of the conference report provides that appropria-
tions authorized by the conference report for salary, pay, retire-
ment and other benefits for Federal employees may be increased by
such additional or supplemental amounts as may be necessary for
increases in compensation or benefits authorized by law. Section
301 is identical to section 301 of the House bill and to section 601 of
the Senate amendment.

SECTION 302

Section 302 of the conference report provides that the authori-
zation of appropriations by the conference report shall not be
deemed to constitute authority for the conduct of any intelligence
activity which is not otherwise authorized by the Constitution or
laws of the United States. Section 302 is identical to section 302 of
the House bill and section 602 of the Senate amendment.

SECTION 303

Section 303 of the conference report expresses the “sense of
Congress” that beginning in 1993, and in each year thereafter, the
aggregate amount requested and authorized for, and the amount
spent on, intelligence and intelligence-related activities should be
disclosed to the public in an appropriate manner. Section 303 is
identical to section 603 of the Senate amendment and section 701
of the Intelligence Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 1992. The
House bill did not contain a similar provision.

In adopting section 303 the conferees reiterate their hope that
the intelligence committees, working with the President, will, in
1993, be able to make available to the American people, in a
manner that does not jeopardize U.S. national security interests,
the total amounts of funding for intelligence and intelligence-relat-
ed activities.
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SECTION 304

Section 304 of the conference report corrects technical drafting
errors in the National Security Agency Act of 1959 and the Intelli-
.gence Authorization Act, Fiscal Year 1991. Section 304 is identical
to section 306 of the House bill. The Senate amendment did not
contain a similar provision. '

SECTION 305

Section 305 of the conference report authorizes funds for an ad-
vanced airborne reconnaissance system. Section 305 is identical to
section 307 of the House bill and is consistent with action taken by
the Senate on this matter as reflected in the classified Schedule of
Authorizations which accompanies the Senate amendment.

TiTLE IV—DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE
SECTION 401

Section 401 of the conference report provides discretionary au-
thority to the Secretary of Defense to utilize appropriated funds to
provide assistance to certain former Defense Intelligence Agency
employees for up to five years after leaving such employment. The
assistance may be provided if the Secretary determines it is essen-
tial to avoid circumstances that might lead to the unlawful disclo-
sure of classified information to which the employee to be assisted
had access. The Secretary must report annually to the congression-
al appropriations and intelligence committees any expenditures
made pursuant to this authority, beginning not later than 12
months after the date of enactment.

Section 401 is identical, except for technical drafting changes,
to section 301 of the Senate amendment. A similar provision, sec-
. tion 305, was contained in the House bill.

SECTION 402

Section 402 of the conference report authorizes the Secretary
of Defense to include senior executive service positions within the
existing Civilian Intelligence Personnel Management System
(CIPMS) of the military departments. The Secretary is also author-
ized to establish, by regulation, the requirements for such positions,
to provide for pay and benefits, and to provide for the appointment
to and removal from such positions, consistent with the statutory
requirements for the Senior Executive Service generally. Senior
Executive Service positions within CIPMS may not exceed 0.5 per-
cent of the total CIPMS work force.

Section 402 is identical to section 302 of the Senate amend-
ment. The House bill did not contain a similar provision.

SECTION 403

Section 403 of the conference report requires that reports regu-
larly sent to the congressional armed services committees concern-
ing certain Department of Defense real property transactions and
construction projects shall be provided as well to the congressional
intelligence committees when such reports involve transactions or
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?rojects affecting intelligence components of the Department of De-
ense.

Section 403 is identical to section 304 of the House bill. The
Senate amendment did not contain a similar provision.

SECTION 404

Section 404 of the conference report contains minor amend-
“ments to the National Security Education Act of 1991 (title VIII of
the Intelligence Authorization Act, Fiscal Year 1992). Subsections
(a), (¢), (d), and (e) are substantively identical to subsections 304(a)
1), (2), (3), (5), (6), and section 604 of the Senate amendment. Sub-
section 404(u) is a revision of subsection 304(a) (4) of the Senate
amendment. The House bill did not contain similar provisions.
The National Security Education Act (NSEA) amendments in
section 404 will produce the following results:
the minimum period in which an undergraduate student re-
ceiving NSEA assistance must participate in a foreign study
program will be one academic semester or equivalent term,
rather than one academic semester;
graduate students receiving NSEA assistance will be able to
study abroad if that study is part of a graduate degree pro-
gram of a United States institution of higher learning;
the Secretary of Defense may enter into not more than ten
personal service contracts, for periods of up to one year, in
order to assist in the administration of the NSEA program;
the requirement in existing law for the Secretary of Defense
to administer the program through the Defense Intelligence
College is eliminated. In eliminating this requirement, which -
has proven to be impractical, the conferees note that pursuant
to section 803 of the Act, the National Security Education
Board established by the Act retains authority to establish
policy governing the program and retains the responsibility for
reviewing its administration. Thus, while the Secretary of De-
fense is given overall responsibility for carrying out the pro-
gram, under the Act, the Secretary is obliged to do so in ac-
cordance with policies approved by the Board, regardless of the
instrumentalities used for the purpose;
the size of the National Security Education Board will be in-
creased from ten to thirteen by adding the chairperson of the
National Endowment for the Humanities and two additional
_education experts who are not federal employees;
the Secretary of the Treasury shall invest in full the amount
in the National Security Education Trust Fund that is not im-
mediately necessary for expenditure, rather than for obligation
as in current law; ,
the National Security Education Act of 1991 is redesignated
the “David L. Boren National Security Education Act of 1991”
in recognition of Senator Boren’s role in the development and
enactment of this legislation; and
the authorization of appropriations for fiscal year 1993 to the
National Security Education Trust Fund is $30 million.
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SECTION 405

Section 405 of the conference report provides compensation au-
thority to the Secretary of Defense sufficient to ensure that the Na-
tional Security Agency (NSA) is able to recruit and retain the
skilled personnel needed to carry out its mission. Section 405
makes clear that civil service level employees of the NSA may not
receive basic pay at a rate which is above the rate paid to employ-
ees at Executive Level IV. In addition, section 405 authorizes the
. Secretary of Defense (or the Secretary’s designee) to provide to

. NSA’s officers and employees, compensation, benefits, incentives,
and allowances at levels which do not exceed those authorized by
title 5, United States Code.

Section 405 is identical to section 305 of the Senate amend-
ment. The House bill did not contain a similar provision.

SECTION 406

Section 406 is similar to subsection 106(c) as contained in sec-
tion 731 of the Senate amendment. It provides that nothing in this
Act or any other provision of law shall be construed to require the
disclosure of the names, titles, salaries, or number of persons em-
ployed by, or assigned or detailed to, the National Reconnaissance
Office (NRO).

* The conferees, in consultation with the NRO, have determined
that a somewhat narrower provision than that in the Senate
amendment is appropriate, given that the functions and activities
of the NRO, beyond those which have recently been acknowledged
publicly, remain classified and are thus potentially subject to ex-
emption from public disclosure under the (b)1) exemption to the
Freedom of Information Act. The conferees also believed it desira-
ble to clarify that the authority to withhold information does not
apply to requests from the Congress.

‘TrrLE V—FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION
SECTION 501

Section 501 of the conference report authorizes the Director of
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, during fiscal year 1993, to
accept on behalf of the FBI bequests of personal property or devises
of real property under certain conditions.

Section 501 is identical to section 401 of the Senate amend-
ment. The House bill did not contain a similar provision.

TrrLE VI—CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY
SECTION 601

Section 601 amends section 17(e}3) of the Central Intelligence
Agency Act of 1949 to make clear that the Inspector General may
receive and investigate complaints or information from any person
relating to the CIA’s programs, operations and activities.

Section 601 is identical to section 303 of the House bill and,
except for a technical drafting difference, to section 501 of the
Senate amendment.
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TrrLe VII—INTELLIGENCE ORGANIZATION AcT OF 1992

Title VII amends the National Security Act of 1947 by provid-
ing for: the participation of the Director of Central Intelligence
(DCD) in the National Security Council; the appointment of the Di-
rector and Deputy Director of Central Intelligence; the responsibil-
ities and authorities of the Director of Central Intelligence; the re-
sponsibilities of the Secretary of Defense pertaining to the National
Foreign Intelligence Program; and certain administrative arrange-
ments pertaining to elements of the Department of Defense within
the intelligence community. -

Except for technical drafting differences and modifications de-
scribed below, title VII is similar to title VII of the Senate amend-
ment. The House bill contained no similar provisions.

The conferees take note of the general concern raised by the
Administration that title VII might be viewed as creating legisla-
tive “charters” for the elements of the intelligence community, and
thereby limit the flexibility of the President in carrying out intelli-
gence activities. It is not the intent of the conferees to establish
legislative charters, and, in fact, title VII does not limit presiden-
tial flexibility. Thus, the President is authorized to shape the com-
position of the intelligence community as he or she sees fit. The re-
sponsibilities of the DCI, set forth in this title, are made subject to
the direction of the President or the National Security Council. Fi-
nally, the Secretary of Defense is explicitly provided discretion to
utilize any element of the Department of Defense to carry out in-
telligence functions. While it is true that specific elements of the
Department of Defense intelligence community are mentioned in
title VII as carrying out certain responsibilities of the Secretary,
the conference report does not preclude either the President or the
Secretary of Defense from assigning such other functions to these
elements as they may choose. The conference report also does not
prevent the President or Secretary of Defense from assigning these
functions to other elements of the Department of Defense as may
be appropriate, subject to the possible need for congressional au-
thorization of the funding required to execute such functions. In
short, the conferees have made every effort to preserve the flexibil-
ity necessary for the President, DCI, and Secretary of Defense to
carry out their crucial responsibilities in intelligence without the
need to return to the Congress for new legislation. The conferees
believe it is important to have in place a statutory framework that
accurately reflects, and provides a clear foundation for, the rela-
tionships between various elements of the U.S. intelligence commu-
nity. Existing law, which is now 44 years old, simply does not
achieve this result.

SECTION 701

Section 701 contains the short title of title VII, the Intelligence
Organization Act of 1992.

SECTION 702

Section 702 amends the National Security Act of 1947 to add a
new section 3 containing definitions of terms used in the Act.
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In subsection 3(2), the definition of “foreign intelligence” has
_been changed by substituting for the term ‘“foreign powers” the
term “foreign governments or elements thereof.” This conforms the
ggfmition to changes in the definitions of other terms described

ow.
: . In subsection 3(3), the definition of “counterintelligence” has
.been changed by substituting for the term ‘foreign powers” the
term “foreign governments or elements thereof.”

In subsection 3(4)F), the element identified as the “Office of
Reconnaissance Support” has been changed to “National Recon-
.naissance Office,” the name of the existing organization. This
action was made possible by the recent declassification of the name
of this organization.

Subsection 3(5), the definition of “national intelligence” and
“intelligence related to national security,” is identical to subsection
‘3(7) as contained in the Senate amendment.

Subsection 3(6), the definition of “National Foreign Intelligence
- Program,” is identical to subsection 3(8) as contained in the Senate
amendment.

Subsection 3(6) as contained in the Senate amendment, the def-
.inition of “foreign power,” has been deleted as unnecessary.

SECTION 703

: Section 708, concerning the participation of the DCI in the Na-
- tional Security Council, is identical to section 711 of the Senate
. amendment except for technical drafting differences.

SECTION 704

Section 704 is identical to section 721(a) of the Senate amend-
ment except. for technical drafting differences. Subsection 721(b) of
the Senate amendment, establishing the Director of Central Intelli-
gence at Level I of the Executive Schedule, has been deleted be-
cause of Administration objection.

The conferees take particular note of subsection 102(d) as con-
tained in section 704 which makes clear that the Office of the Di-
rector of Central Intelligence, while constituting a separate ele-
ment of the intelligence community, remains, for administrative
purposes, within the Central Intelligence Agency.

Accordingly, the Office of the Director of Central Intelligence
and the entities contained therein, e.g. the National Intelligence
Council, remain governed by, and subject to, the provisions of the
National Security Act of 1947, as amended, the Central Intelligence
Agency Act of 1949, as amended, and other applicable laws, orders,
directives and regulations to the extent they apply to the Central
Intelligence Agency.

The conferees intend that the -entities within the Office of the
Director of Central Intelligence which support the Director in the
execution of the. DCI’s responsibilities for the intelligence commu-
nity, as well as the National Intelligence Council, remain independ-
ent of the CIA in terms of the performance of their respective sub-
stantive functions. It is nonetheless the intent of the conferees that
these entities be considered administratively a part of CIA for pur-
poses of receiving logistical and other administrative support, and
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that the personnel and activities of these entities be subject to the
same laws and regulations as the personnel and activities of the
Central Intelligence Agency, to include those laws and regulations
which provide special authority to CIA for the conduct of intelli-
gence activities. This is consistent with existing law and practice.
The conferees want to make clear, however, that in making -
the Office of the DCI part of the CIA for administrative purposes, it
is not their intent that those elements of that office which provide
support in the execution of the DCI’s responsibilities as head of the
intelligence community, nor the National Intelligence Council
which performs functions for the DCI which transcend those of the
CIA, be subject, in the execution of substantive responsibilities, to
the management, supervision, or control of CIA officials except for
responding to the direction of the DCI or DDCI. In short, in provid-
ing that the Office of the DCI be considered, for administrative
purposes, as part of the CIA, the conferees do not intend to impair
the ability of the DCI to act as the impartial head of the intelli-
gence community. :

SECTION 705

Section 705 adds two new sections to the National Security Act
of 1947: section 103, setting forth the responsibilities of the Director
of Central Intelligence, and section 104, setting forth the authori-
ties of the Director of Central Intelligence.

Section 103 as contained in section 705 is identical to section
722 of the Senate amendment except for technical drafting differ-
ences and the following modifications:

Subsection 103(a) as contained in section 722 of the Senate
amendment directed that the DCI “shall be responsible for provid-
ing timely, objective national intelligence, independent of political
considerations, and based upon all sources available to the intelli-
gence community” to the President, executive branch agencies,
and, where appropriate, to Congress. The Administration objected
to this provision on the ground that it might, in situations where
the objectivity of such intelligence was challenged, subject the DCI
to charges (and perhaps even criminal liability) that he or she had
“violated the law.” The conferees believed this objection to be un-
founded, since this provision was not a criminal statute and was
not intended to provide any basis for criminal liability to attach to
the DCI, or any other official.

Nevertheless, the Administration remained concerned with the
wording of the provision. To accommodate this concern, section
- 103(a) as contained in section 705 was modified to require that the
DCI shall be responsible for providing national intelligence to ap-
propriate consumers, and that such intelligence “should be timely,
objective, independent of political considerations, and based upon
all sources available to the intelligence community” (emphasis
added). The conferees believed that providing “objective national
intelligence, independent of political considerations” is fundamen-
tal to the reason for the existence of the Director of Central Intelli-
gence as head of the CIA and the intelligence community, and that
it is appropriate to make this responsibility clear in the law.
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- ... Section '103(b) as contained.in. section 705.establishes. within

.. the Office-of the DCI the National Intelligence Council (NIC). The

-Senate. amendment provided that the NIC “be headed by a Chair-
man with two deputy chairmen, at least one of whom shall be from

" the private sector.” The Administration objected to this provision

" on the grounds that it restricted the flexibility of the DCI to orga-
nize the NIC as future circumstances might dictate. The conferees
agreed to delete this language from the conference report in defer-

-ence.to this concern. The conferees do, however, wish to make clear
their strong support for prominent representation on the NIC of in-

.. dividuals from the private sector. The presence of such individuals

- in senior.leadership roles in the NIC structure will be among the
factors considered in determining the authorization of future fund-

. ing for the NIC. The conferees believe that effective use of individ-

-uals from outside of government in the NIC is absolutely essential

to creating and maintaining the expertise, objectivity, and inde-
pendence so critical to the production of national intelligence esti-
mates.

- - Subsection 103(d)(5) as contained in section 705 has been modi-
fied to eliminate the concluding phrase pertaining to covert actions

. as may be authorized pursuant to title V of the National Security

Act-of 1947. While the conferees agreed that covert actions which

. may be authorized pursuant to title V of this Act would constitute

an’ example of a function or duty which may be assigned by the

President to the DCI as head of the CIA, the conferees believe it

unnecessary to provide solely for this one function within the text

of the statute.-At the same. time, the conferees believe it would be

. disingenuous for Congress not to acknowledge its awareness that

=covert actions remain an instrument of U.S. policy and a function
which may be assigned to the CIA pursuant to this title.

. . ‘Finally, the conferees wish to make clear that by including
- within. the responsibilities of the Director of Central Intelligence
the responsibility to.protect intelligence sources and methods from
unauthorized disclosure, the conferees take no position with respect
to the interpretation. of similar language in existing law in CIA v.
Sims, 471 U.S. 159 (1985). In Sims, the U.S. Supreme Court held
that existing law permits the DCI to withhold information concern-
ing intelligence sources and methods under the (bX3) exemption to

- the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) (5 U.S.C. 522(b)3)), where

_ . the information is specifically exempted by other law from disclo-

_ sure, without having to show that the information in question was
. properly classified, and thus exempt under the FOIA national secu-
rity (bX1) exemption. ‘

" Whether there is-justification to permit the DCI to withhold in-
formation concerning intelligence sources and methods which is
not classified in response to requests made under the FOIA is a
matter which deserves closer, more systematic review by the com-

" - mittees of jurisdiction -prior to taking further legislative action.

The. conferees believe that this conference report, which addresses
organizational structure, is not the appropriate vehicle to.address
this issue. Thus, in enacting subsection 103(cX5) as contained in sec-
tion 705, the conferees do not intend their action to constitute an
endorsement of the holding in Sims.
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Section 104 as contained in section 705 is similar to section 104
as contained in section 722 of the Senate amendment. The lead-in
clause of subsection (a) has been modified, at the Administration’s
request, to read “To the extent recommended by the National Secu-
rity Council and approved by the President . . .”. This revised
phrasing is used in existing law, and was believed desirable by the
conferees to make clear that the practice under existing law is
maintained. '

In addition paragraph 104(dX3) has been modified to make
clear that funds transferred pursuant to the authority provided by
subsection 104(d) shall remain available for the same period as gov-
erns the appropriations account to which transferred.

SECTION 706

Section 706 amends the National Security Act of 1947 by
adding two new sections: section 105, pertaining to the responsibil-
ities of the Secretary of Defense for the National Foreign Intelli-
gence Program; and section 106, providing for certain administra-
tive requirements for elements of the Department of Defense
within the intelligence community.

Section 105 as contained in section 706 is identical to section
105 as contained in section 731 of the Senate amendment except for
technical drafting differences and the following modifications:

In subsections (b)2) through (b)5), the phrase “except as other-
wise directed by the President or the National Security Council”
has been inserted in parentheses after the identification of the in-
strumentality concerned. The conferees agreed to these changes at
the request of the Administration to make clear that the President
or National Security Council could direct the utilization of instru-
mentalities within the intelligence community, other than those
identified, to carry out the functions specified in the affected sub-
sections. The conferees do not intend by these changes to suggest
that the President or National Security Council could direct that
the functions themselves not be executed, nor by this action do the
conferees provide authority to abolish the DoD entities specificall
identified. Such actions, should they be desired by a particular Ad-
ministration, should be undertaken in consultation with the Con-
gress and in accordance with applicable law.

The last phrase in paragraph 105(b) (5) has been deleted. The
functions identified in subsection 105(b) for particular elements of
the Department of Defense are not intended to be exclusive of
other functions which may be assigned to such elements by the
Secretary. As this is not made explicit at any other point in the
text of the conference report itself, the conferees agreed the last
phrase of paragraph 105(b) (5) was unnecessary.

The conferees note that subsection 105(b) (3) as contained in
section 706 will recognize in law for the first time the National Re-
connaissance Office (NRO) of the Department of Defense, and that
the subsection briefly sets forth the functions of that organization.
As currently constituted, the Director of the NRO reports to the
Secretary of Defense, and the Secretary has ultimate responsibility,
which is exercised in concert with the Director of Central Intelli-
gence, for the management and operation of the NRO. The Direc-
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tor of the NRO executes the NRO’s responsibilities through the De-
partment of Defense and the Central Intelligence Agency. It is not
the intention of this subsection to alter or limit the existing roles
and responsibilities of the Secretary of Defense or the DCI with re-
spect to the management and operation of the NRO. Instead, the
statutory language serves to recognize in law the existence of this
Office and the vital role which it plays within the intelligence com-
munity.

The conferees applaud the Administration’s recent decision to
publicly acknowledge the existence and mission of the NRO. The
conferees hope that this decision will lead to an expanded role for
the NRO in the development of a more realistic United States
policy on the sale of reconnaissance technology and systems in for-
eign markets.

The conferees also note subsection 105(c) as contained in sec-
tion 706 which authorizes the Secretary of Defense to utilize ele-
ments of the Department of Defense as may be appropriate to
carry out the functions described in the section, in addition to, or
in lieu of, the elements expressly identified. In adopting this sub-
section, the conferees intend to permit the Secretary sufficient
flexibility to utilize elements of the Department of Defense to carry
out intelligence activities as may be appropriate, without returning
to Congress for new legislation. Obviously, however, if funding had
not been previously authorized and appropriated by the Congress
to permit the component concerned to undertake the function in
question, it would remain incumbent upon the Department to un-
dertake appropriate consultations with the Congress. Thus, a deci-
sion by the Secretary to utilize an element of the Department of
Defense other than the National Security Agency to form a unified
signals intelligence organization would necessitate the authoriza-
tion and appropriation of funds by the Congress to be used for this
purpose.

Section 106 as contained in section 706 is identical to the corre-
sponding section of the Senate amendment, except for technical
drafting differences and a change of the reference to the Office of
Reconnaissance Support to the National Reconnaissance Office, to
conform to the changes made elsewhere in this title.

TrrLe VIII—CIARDS TecHNICAL CORRECTIONS AcT OF 1992

_ Title VIII restates and revises the Central Intelligence Agency
Retirement Act of 1964 for Certain Employees (50 U.S.C. 403 note).
It is identical to Subtitle B of Title II of the House bill except for
modifications described below. The Senate amendment did not in-
clude a similar provision.

Section 221(g)(2)(B)(i) of the restatement is identical to Section
221(g)(2)(B)(i) of the restatement in the House bill except for techni-
cal drafting differences. Section 221(g)2)(B)(ii) of the restatement is
modified to specify the deposit required when a retired participant
elects to provide a survivor annuity for a new spouse upon remar-
riage. This modification follows the provisions of section 8339()(5)c)
of title 5, United States Code. Section 252(g) of the restatement is
modified to reflect the modification in section 221(g)(2)(B)(i).
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Section 252(bX4) of the restatement in the House bill, which
would have been superfluous under the CIA Retirement and Dis-
ability System, is deleted. Section 264(a) of the restatement is modi-
fied to conform more closely to section 263(a) of current law. Case
law is considered settled on the interpretation of the phrase
“moneys mentioned in this title” and the restatement is not in-
tended to change this interpretation. The heading of section 281(c)
of the restatement, which was “Actuarial Equivalence” in the
House bill, is changed to “Value of Benefits.”

Section 304 of the restatement is modified to include a new
subsection (e) to spell out the treatment of the qualified former
spouse thrift savings plan benefit. Unless otherwise expressly pro-
vided by a spousal agreement or court order, a qualified former
spouse of an employee covered under the Federal Employees’ Re-
tirement System 1is entitled to a share of the balance in the employ-
ee’s account in the Thrift Savings Fund on the date of divorce
equal to 50 percent of the account balance that accrued during the
period of the marriage. '

The qualified former spouse’s benefit is to be paid in a lump
sum upon receipt by the Director of Central Intelligence of the di-
vorce decree or any applicable court order or spousal agreement,
together with any additional information or documentation the Di-
rector may require. If the qualified former spouse dies before pay-
ment of the benefit to which he or she is entitled, then payment is
to be made to the estate of the qualified former spouse. No pay-
ment may be made by the Director if the date on which the divorce
becomes final occurs after the date the account has been closed or
an annuity contract has been purchased. Payment to one individ-
ual bars recovery by any other individual.

Section 304 of the restatement also includes technical changes
in conformance with the new subsection (e).

Provisions Not INCLUDED IN THE CONFERENCE REPORT

Defense Intelligence College

Section 303 of the Senate amendment authorized the Defense
Intelligence College to grant a degree of Bachelor of Science in In-
telligence. The House bill did not contain a similar provision. The
conferees noted that the United States Department of Education
had not determined that the proposed degree program was consist-
ent with its own internal policies. The conferees believe it desirable
that such a determination be reached prior to the enactment of leg-
islation providing degree-granting authority. Accordingly, the con-
ferees agreed to exclude the provision from the conference report
with the intention of reviewing this matter when Department of
Education validation of the program is obtained.

Transfer of Joint Intelligence Center (JIC) Billets

The House committee report on H.R. 5095 endorsed the future
focus of tailored intelligence production in the Joint Intelligence
Center (JIC) concept proposed by the Administration. In the wake
of changing world circumstances, it is understood that the missions
of the ten Unified and Specified Commands would undergo some
change, and some corresponding changes in the size of the intelli-
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-gence components of those commands could occur. Therefore, the
House bill recommended a shift of a number of intelligence person-
nel billets believed to be unmanned from what is now the Strategic
Command (STRATCOM) to the Contingency Command. In its
report on the bill, the House committee indicated its intention to
further consider that recommendation after the completion and
evaluation of a JIC study then being conducted by the Administra-
tion. The Senate believed transfers were unwarranted at this time
and consequently recommended no adjustment to the Administra-
tion’s proposed request.

The conferees agreed that the proposed transfer would severely
restrict the flexibility of the Director of the Defense Intelligence
Agency to shift resources according to changes in the threat, force
structure, and budget. Accordingly, the House recedes.
